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SHOULD THE REPUTABLE USER OF 
DISTILLED SPIRITS BE TAXED BE- 
CAUSE OTHERS SOUGHT TO EVADE 
SUCH TAXATION? 





When the Reporter editorially in its last issue 
stated that the pharmaceutical manufacturer, the 
perfume maker and the extract manufacturer had 
been ‘“‘singled out’’ for double taxation under the 
distilled spirits clause of the War Revenue bill, it 
emphasized a fact not generally realized in the in- 
dustries which, should the provision for an additional 
tax of $1.10 a proof gallon stand, will be forced to 
pay immense sums immediately following the enact- 
ment of that measure. The clause which has so 
aroused the industries employing distilled spirits in 
the production of their commodities is that part of 
Section 304 of the bill which calls for the payment 
of the additional $1.10 a gallon on distilled spirits 
“if held by a retailer in quantities in excess of 50 
gallons in the aggregate, or by any other person, 
corporation, partnership or association in any quan- 
tity, whether in the original condition or mixed or 
combined with any other article.” 

On the face of this section this additional tax 
would. fall upon the possessor of alcoholic prepara- 
tions in any amount, despite the fact that it was not 
the original intention of the committee to establish 
such a tax upon such preparations, either complete 
or in process of manufacture. The reasons for the 
inclusion of the clause are given in detail elsewhere, 
as stated to the Washington Bureau of the Reporter 
by Treasury Department officials, but may be briefly 
summarized as follows:— 

The clause covering spirits “‘in original condi- 
tion or mixed or combined with any other article” 
was inserted in the bill at the last moment before it 
was reported to the Senate, and at the request of the 
officials of the Treasury Department who were con- 
vinced—their reasons and the source of their infor- 
mation is not made public—that certain large han- 
dlers of distilled spirits had been withdrawing such 
spirits from bond and had been mixing with them 
small quantities of ipecac or other drugs. 

This form of denaturing was undertaken, the 
Treasury officials charge, with the sole intent of 
evading the tax on such spirits; and to meet the 
exigency the Department in turn inserted the proviso 
that the tax should apply to spirits “whether in orig- 
inal form or mixed or combined with other articles.”’ 

The result of such taxation, should it be enacted 
into law, would be a tax aggregating millions of 
dollars, which would be drawn from every manu- 
facturer of every preparation, extract, elixir or al- 
coholic compound in this country who had the fore- 
sight to provide against possible wartime shortage by 
having in stock any amount of completed or partially 
completed preparations. ‘The tax on one firm alone 


would be in excess of $500,000, and this upon al- 
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cohol upon which the initial $1.10 tax had already 
been paid prior to removal of the spirits from bond. 

Under such circumstances the alcohol-using in- 
dustries of the country could do no less than protest 
as they have done any such admittedly punitive 
measure, aimed at anonymous would-be evaders of 
revenue taxation, but which at the same time incurs 
great hardship upon reputable manufacturers, and 
which through the nature of the tax and the wording 
of the law would call for the immediate payment 
of enormous sums by the pharmaceutical, perfume 
and extract manufacturers of the country. 

It is now asserted from Washington that the ob- 
jectionable clause will be modified, if not entirely 
abrogated, before the final passage of the bill, which 
has been recommitted to the Senate Finance Com- 
mittee, pending the final Congressional action on the 
food bill—which also contains alcohol provisions. 


The alcohol-using industries of the country are 
aligned as one man against the passage of the war 
revenue measure as it stands, and great pressure is 
being exerted upon Congressmen to remove both the 
stigma and the accompanying tax. In this the prot- 
estants will have the backing, not alone of the trades, 
but of the consuming public, for, should the measure 
be enacted, there could not but be an immediate 
price increase in all products containing alcohol, 
whether such took the form of an ounce of vanilla ex- 
tract, a vial of cologne, or a bottle of painkiller. 

The alcohol situation is such today—without the 
added burden of the additional tax—that the price 
of U. S. P. grain alcohol has risen from $2.72 a 
gallon on the first of January to $4.12. With still 
further restrictions and still more enormous taxation 
burdens upon makers of commonly-used medicinals, 
perfumes and extracts, who shall say what their price 
to the consumer shall be by January, 1918> 


LATER REPORTS OF FLAX CROP 
SHOW STILL FURTHER UNFAVOR- 
ABLE CONDITIONS. 








Since the publication of the editorial summary of 
the flax situation in the issue of the Reporter of July 
16, following close upon the first crop report of the 
government, there have been reiterated reports of 
continued crop damage due to lack of moisture and 
to heat damage to growing flax planted too late in 
the season to reap the benefit of the early June rains. 

The crop is in a critical condition. Not because 
there has been general damage to the growing flax 
from heat or because of the lack of rain, although 
such positive damage has been done in isolated cases, 
but rather because in many other important centers 
the need of rain is so great that unless moisture shall 
be received within a short time damage on a wide, 
and perhaps general, scale cannot be averted. 

Because of the insistence of the continued reports 
from authentic sources, both within the trade and 
from semi-official statements from crop centers, that 
the flax crop has been reflecting more and more the 
effect of continued dry weather, lack of moisture and 
heat-burning, the Reporter has gathered from its 
special representatives in the flax markets of Minne- 
sota and in Canada first-hand summaries of actual 
conditions, which are printed elsewhere. These are 
supplemented by statements by representatives of the 
largest crushers in the country. 

The consensus of these statements, for they are 
all of a tenor, is that the crop as a whole is not satis- 
factory, that it is badly spotted, some early planted 
sections even showing an improved condition over 
normal, while others report complete destruction of 
isolated acreage. While these reports apply to both 
the American and the Canadian Northwests, the 
crop in Canada is not so well advanced as across 
the border in this country. And yet in some sections 
of Canada large fields are reported in excellent con- 
dition, while others almost across a division fence— 
if fence existed—are reported to be in very poor 
shape. ‘The early sown fields are as a rule growing 
well, having had _ sufficient early moisture; 
late sown fields are hampered’ by _ the 
fact that the seed lay dormant awaiting late rains, 
and these were not sufficient nor continuous enough 
to insure proper germination and after-growth. 

From the acreage point of view merely, reports 
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from both the United States and Canada agree that 
the acreage sown in flax this year is larger than that 
of last year, the American Northwest by 20 per 
cent, while estimates of the Canadian acreage in- 
crease vary from 10 to 15 per cent. 

In attempting to draw any deductions from past 
results or past crop conditions, while there may be 
almost identical parallels of weather conditions, as 
was the case with the Canada crop of 1915, it must 
always be remembered that the one point upon 
which all this week’s reports agree is that the weather 
of the immediate future will establish the status of 
the 1917 crop. In other words, unless rain comes 
as needed and where needed, it will require some- 
thing more than a market prophet to estimate within 
a fair error allowance the final crop returns from 
the flax crop of both Canada and the United States. 

If the rain comes soon—then the predictions of a 
good crop may be fulfilled; if the drouth continues— 
who shall say > 
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PUTTING AN END TO THE FREIGHT 
CAR EMBARGO BY INTELLIGENT 
SYSTEMATIZATION. 





A distinct step has been taken by the Petroleum 
Sub-committee of the Council of National Defence 
toward the insurance of necessary supplies of petro- 
leum for government, export and domestic use, in 
the issuance of a series of suggestions governing the 
transportation of petroleum and its products by tank 
cars. ‘The action is the result of a series of confer- 
ences with the American Railway Committee of the 
Advisory Board, with the further result that imme- 
diate improvement was promised should there be the 
necessary co-operation on the part of shippers and 
consignees. The suggestions for intelligent co-op- 
eration are brief but extremely pertinent: 


Shippers, so far as possible, should confine 
tank cars to short haul service. 

Avoidance, as far as possible, of the same 
products moving in opposite directions. 

If possible, cars should be loaded the same 
day they arrive at the shipping point. 


When possible, consignees must unload and 
return to the carrier the same day a loaded car 
is received. Consignees must be.made to un- 
derstand that their co-operation in this respect 
. ewe to insure them continuous supplies 
of oil. 


This is not a time when the purchase or 
sale of products at a slightly increased profit 
compensates for a longer haul and detention of 
cars. 


These suggestions to shippers, as voiced by Chair- 
man Bedford of the sub-committee, are comple- 
mented by instructions to the railroads from the 
Commission on Car Service which demand _ that 
avoidable delays be eliminated at division and local 
terminals, interchange points and in road and switch 
movement. 


The fact that there is a serious shortage of tank 
cars, as well as of other cars for the transportation 
of commodities, has been brought home to the in- 
dustries of the country so sharply during the past 
few months that the fertilizer manufacturers and 
handlers, naval stores producers and shippers, cot- 
tonseed products distributers and others have already 
inaugurated a “‘full car load” propaganda, already 
referred to in the Reporter, which is bearing fruit, 
and now, that these twé important committees of the 
Council of National Defence have united upon a 
tank car policy, the prospect for immediate better- 
ment of shipping conditions is bright. 

The condition cannot be remedied in a day, how- 
ever, since with the tremendous demands upon the 
carrying capacity of the railroads—which have al- 
ready resulted in a marked cutting down of passen- 
ger service on many important lines—there must be 
some such sharp line of demarcation from past policy 


"in the interest of the shipment of the greatest possible 


volume of product to distributing points. And as 
this volume is dependent absolutely upon the prompt- 
ness with which cars can be made available at the 
loading point, the Council committees have apparently 
met the issue in the most direct and most readily ap- 
plicable method.

There are, however, certain optimistic features in 
this summary which cannot be overlooked. Kansas 
produced more oil during the period under consid- 
eration than it did all last year, with a total pro- 
duction of 13,517,017 barreis. The Texas Pan- 
handle records an increase of 136,000 barrels; 
while Kentucky was the only one of the high grade 
fields to show a really worth while gain. Even 
California, with its stocks dwindling at the rate of 
more than a million barrels a month, shows a six 
months’ production of 47,570,906  barrels— 
262,823 barrels a day—for 1917, as against 
43,724,214 barrels for the first six months of 1916 
—or 240,185 barrels a day. Should this rate be 
continued the total production of California for the 
year will be in excess of 95,000,000 barrels, as 
against 91,976,019 barrels last year. 


Despite the fact that the general showing is not 
so favorable as during the past few years, the rea- 
son for the decline can be found elsewhere than in 
a diminution of available oil land or in permanent 
decline of pools and wells. Never before in the 
history of the industry in this country has there been 
such a shortage of pipes and well materials, and even 
at the high prices demanded many drillers have been 
unable to secure the requisite material to drive the 
wells so necessary to a continuation of field output. 
All varieties of subterfuges have been employed, 
and scores of wells producing but small amounts of 


oil in Ohio, Illinois, Indiana and the older fields, 


figures of the 
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have been purchased solely that the piping might be 
pulled and shipped into other districts where heavier 
returns were more probable. Even such expedients 
as this could not meet the demand for piping, and 
as a result hundreds of wells have been shut down 
and work has been stopped pending a relief from 
the situation. 

Then, too, there has been a severe drouth in sec- 
tions of Texas and Oklahoma, with the result that 
field operations were greatly hampered. The fact 
that high prices prevailed all over the country dur- 
ing the entire six months’ period helped keep the 
drill active when material could be obtained, but 
high prices alone could not offset the high material 
costs, the lack of water and the effect of weather 
conditions. 

Late reports from the Mid-Continent and from 
the new fields of Wyoming give indication that the 
industry is facing a new influx of gushers. Three 
wells of this class are recorded during the past week 
in the Mid-Continent with daily production of from 
15,000 to 20,000 barrels each, while in Wyo- 
ming a new pool has been outlined of large capacity 
which indicates a steady outgo of oil from that field 
as soon as the pipelines now under construction shall 
have been completed. 


Should this production continue, with the new 
Butler county, Kansas, pool offsetting the decline in 
Cushing, the last six months of 1917 should go far 
toward making up for the decline indicated in the 
report for the first half year, details of which will 
be found elsewhere in this issue of the Reporter.

GLYCERINE FROM SUGAR. 


Uncle Sam’s Laboratory Develops 
Process, But Trade Would Like 
the Details. 


With considerable flourish of trumpets 


on Monday last the laboratory of the 
Treasury Department announced that 
government chemists working with the 


Council of National Defense had invented 
a secret precess for manufacturing glyc- 
erine from sugar—‘‘and that the cost of 
the glycerine would be reduced to slight- 
ly more than one-fourth its present cost.” 
The Treasury officials estimated, accord- 
ing to the dispatch, that extraction of 
glycerine from sugar would be done at a 
cost of 2 cents a pound or less, while 
xlycerine today is quoted—dynamite mak- 
ers’ at 62% cents. 

The local trade takes the announcement 
cum grano salis, for while it is not doubt- 
ed that glycerine can be made from 
sugar, the high cost of the latter prod- 
uct at the present time and the slight pos- 
sibility for reduction in sugar quotations 
as long as war conditions remain as they 
are does not augur economy for general 
consumption, despite laboratory  suc- 
cesses for it is almost an axiom that lab- 
oratory successes are seldom commercial 
suacesses when first announced, since 
laboratory costs and commercial vroduc- 
tion costs are two different symbols in 
the formula of business success. 

Strict secrecy is being maintained by 
the chemical laboratory of the internal 
revenue division of the Treasury Depart- 


ment regarding its process, and ttus is 
done under orders from William G. Mc- 
Adoo, Secretary of the Treasury. All in- 


formation is to come through George 
Cooksey, the assistant treasurer—only 
Mr. Cooksey urbanely states that he can 


give no information, at this time. 

The ‘Treasury Department, it was 
learned, will probably not put up any 
government plant for the manufacture 


of glycerine, but is hopeful that the pres- 
ent commercial manufacturers or refiners 
ef glycerine will install the process. 

It has long been held that Germany 
has developed a process of mamufactur- 
ing glycerine synthetically, not from fats, 
but from other materials ‘‘of which there 
is an unlimited supply,’’ but this explana- 
tory clause seems to do away with the 
sugar hypothesis there since Germany 
has been very short of sugar and at the 
present time is employing saccharin wher- 
ever possible.

Decreased Exports of Sulphur from 
Sicily in Three Months, 1917. 





There was a marked falling off in ex- 
perts of sulphur, both crude and refined, 
from Catania as well as from all other 
parts cf Sicily for the first three months 
of 1917. The exports from Catania dur- 
ing the first quarter of 1916 were 40,976 
metric tous as against 12,372 tons during 
the first cuarter of 1917. During the 1916 


period Sicily’s total exportation was 151,- 
382 tons as against 39,673 tons for 1917. 





No Registration for Parcel Post Pack- 
ages for Australia. 


Postmaster Patten announces that from

Washington, July 20, 1917. 

Secretary McAdoo has sent to Congress 
a draft of a bill to extend the customs 
revenue laws of the United States to im- 
ports into and exports from the Virgin 
Islands of the United States, and to au- 
thorize the use of the revenue, less cost 
of collection, for the benefit of the gov- 
ernment of such islands. 


Mr. McAdoo says a representative of 
the Treasury Department has recently 
visited the Virgin Islands and made an 
investigation of the industries, commerce, 
character and volume of imports and 
exports, and the existing customs organ- 
ization of the islands. As a result of 
this investigation he is of the opinion 
that the extension of the customs laws 
and procedure of the United States to 
these islands will not disturb or injure 
their industries or commerce, but, on the 
contrary, will encourage and stimulate 
them by opening up new markets for the 
products of the islands. As St. Thomas 
and St. John are now operating under 
one set of laws, while St. Croix has an 
entirely different system, it is believed 
that the inclusion of all the islands un- 
der the American customs laws will 
prove a distinct advantage to the peo- 
ple both through medium of uniform cus- 
toms and procedure, and the free ex- 
change of commodities in the islands and 
with continental United States. 

The provision of the bill directing that 
the net customs revenue be used and ex- 
pended for the benefit of the government 
of the islands is similar to that now in 
force in regard to customs duties col- 
lected in Porto Rico, and is believed to 
be in accord with the general fiscal pol- 
icy of the United States in dealing with 
its insular possession,

Compulsory Sale of ‘‘Enemy-Owned”’ 
Cocoanut Oil Mills in Ceylon. 


London, June 26, 1917. 
The cocoanut oil mills, known as the 
Hulftsdorp mills of Freudenberg & Co., 
at Colombo, are offered for sale by the 
liquidators under the local Enemy Firms 
Liquidation Ordinance. 
The business consisted in manufactur- 


ing cocoanut oil for foreign amd local 
sale and manure for local sale. It con- 
tinues to be worked, pending the sale, 


for the manufacture of oil for local firms 
who supply copra and are charged a price 
per ton of oil manufactured, but the 
manufacture and storage of manure on 
the premises is no longer allowed. The 
sale of oil during 1911, 1912, 1913 was 56, 
45 and 7 lakhs of rupees, respectively. 
The expressing capacity of the oil ma- 
chirery is about 60 tons per day. The 
buildings include oil mills, manure mills 
and stores for copra (capacity 6,000 tons), 
poonac, 1,200 tons, and manure 8,000 tons. 
The oil-yard has a storage capacity of 
2,500 tons of oil. 

Tenders are invited for the enemy prop- 
erty by the Crown agents for the col- 
onies, London, but no tender will be ac- 
cepted from any person who is not a 
British subject or from any corporation 
under foreign control as defined by the 
ordimance.

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MUST CONSERVE 
USE OF GASOLINE 


Chairman Bedford of Petro- 
leum Committee Says De- 
mand Exceeds Crude 


Supply. 
Washington, July 

A. C. Bedford, president of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company of New Jersey, as 
chairman of the Committee on Petroleum 
of the Advisory Commission of the Coun- 
cil of National Defense, authorizes the 
following statement on behalf of the Pe- 
troleum Committee :— 

in view of the abnormal] conditions con- 
fronting the nation by reason of the war, 
it is peculiarly important that the coun- 
try should understand the serious situa- 
tlon now prevailing in the petroleum in- 
dustry. 

This country is producing crude oi E 
the rate of about 300,000,000 Garrele a a. 
but it is using it at the rate of 335,000,000 
barrels a year. The amount of crude oil 
In Storage, all grades, May 1, 1917, was 
165,688,797 barrels. The country is ab- 
sorbing the entire current production and 
drawing very rapidly upon its reserve 
supplies. 

The rapid development of the automo- 
bile_is largely responsible for present 
conditions. In 1910 there were 400,000 
automobiles in use in the United States: 
in 1916 the number was 2,350,000. ‘Today 
there are more than 4,000,000 cars, de- 
manding over 40,000,000 barrels of gaso- 
line a year. Other uses of gasoline and 
oil are expanding upon an enormous 


seale, 
Not Crude Enough. 


The demand for oil products is greater 
than the supply of crude oil. Because of 
the demand, the price of crude has risen,

thus stimulating more and more pro- 
ducers to drill new wells. Though this 
drilling has been going on with great 


aggressiveness—because the cost of drill- 
ing !s much greater than in the past and 
the total successes fewer than ever—the 
returns from such efforts are not as sat- 
isfactory as they were a year ago. In 
the first three months of this year 4,701 
wells were completed, yielding an initial 
production per day of 344,876 barrels. In 
1915, i,711 new wells yielded 439,010 barrels. 

In other words, though there have been 
almost three times as many new wells 
drilled in 1917 as in 1915, the initial pro- 
duction is considerably less than in 1915. 
The drilling of wells is still going on, but 
thus far there has been no increase in 
— over last year or the year be- 
ore. 

The meaning of the foregoing is this:— 
If our government is to have the petrol- 
eum it will need to prosecute the war 
successfully, and supply all necessities 
directly growing out of the war, two steps 
will have to be taken, namely:— 


1, The public will have to economize 
in the use of gasoline. Sufficient gaso- 
line should be available to provide for 
all the normal uses of automobiles. 
But pleasure riding should be cur- 
tailed. People should look upon their 
automobiles as necessities to be used 
only when needed. Not a gallon of 
gasoline should be used in the present 
een except for some_ useful 
end, 

2, Every oil producer in the country 
should be encouraged as a patriotic ef- 
fort to secure the utmost possible out- 
put of crude il. The present expense 
of drilling new wells is very great 
and increasing, and the results are 
often discouraging. But there is oil to 
be had if producers in the oil business 
will redouble their efforts to get it out 
of the ground. 


I have the utmost confidence in the 
spirit with which the government will 
meet this problem in the matter of the 
price, which is now being investigated 
by the Federal Trade Commission. With 
proper economy on the part of the public 
and with sufficient co-operation and effort 
on the part of oil producers, there should 
be ample oil to supply the needs of our 
government, of our Allies, of industry in 
this country, and for domestic use. 


Industry Will Meet Crisis. 


The petroleum industry has gone into 
this situation whole-heartedly and with 
an eye single to assisting the government 
in Its stupendous problem, and I am con- 
vinced that the government on its part 
will meet the situation in a liberal and 
broad-minded spirit, and that a just price 
will be paid, sufficient for the mainte- 
nance and development of industry. In 
reliance, therefore, on the good faith of 
the government and while this Issue is 
in abeyance, there should be no relaxa- 
tion on the part of producers in their ef- 
forts to turn out oil, and every private 
individual and industry should consider 
it a patriotic duty to observe all possible 
economy in the consumption of gasoline. 

The Advisory Commlttee of the Council 
of National Defense appointed a _ sub- 
committee on petroleum, and it is the 
purpose of this committee to assist the 
government in every possible way in the 
successful prosecution of the war. That 
can only be accomplished by co-opera- 
tion not alone of producers of petroleum, 
but of all users of petroleum products,

Searles Lake is a lake of brine, 60 to 
80 feet deep, containing potash, soda, salt 
and borax. It contains 23,000 acres of the 
rickest known deposit, valued at $1,000,- 
000,000. The entire potash withdrawal in 
the United States is 242,000 acres and the 
richest spot of aH is Searles Lake, but 
this is tied up in the general leasing bill 
which has been blocked in Congress, pre- 
venting large developments and withhold- 
ing valuable munitions and fertilizer sup- 
plies, by 23 oil claims in Califormia on the 
Naval Reserve. 

The Chemical Committee has let Con- 
gress know that it is considered by ex- 
pert judges to be imperative that the 
Searles Lake deposit of potash should be 
made available as soon as possible. 

The Chemical Committee has also been 
investigating the possibility of getting 
potash in large quantities through other 
processes. One is from the cement trade 
and quite an encouraging quantity is be- 
ing obtained. 

Krom alunite also is 
potash of excellent quality.

But the main, big supply that makes 
the committee hopeful of meeting all de- 
mands is the Searles Lake field. 

“If Congress will act, we can have the 
problem solved in time for spring plant- 
ing,’’ is the way the Chemical Committee 
puts it up to Congress. 


Increasing Toluol Supply. 


Conumers of gas in large cities are go- 
ing to have it brought home to them that 
they must take all war measures in a 
good spirit of mutual helpfulness and 
self-denial for the national welfare. One

of the first ways in which the good-will 
of the public will be tried is in the matter 
of illuminating gas. 

There is rather a short supply of toluol 
and efforts are going to be made immeci- 


ately to increase this supply by ‘‘strip- 
ping’’ the gas in large cities. This ‘‘strip- 
ping” process changes somewhat the na- 
ture of the gas, impairs its illuminating 
qualities, although this will be doctored 
up in other ways. 

The Chemical Committee cf the Coun- 
cil of National Defense is hopeful that 
the people will make the best of the 
changed conditions, and cause as little 
trouble as possible. The public service 


commissioners require certain quality of 
gas and these tests will have to be 
changed in order that the supply of toluol 
may be had. 

Toluol is used in making tri-nitro-toluol 
which is one of the most valuable ecx- 
plosives at the present time and the basis 
of most of the shells stored in the naval 
bases. The government needs today all 
the tri-nitro-toluol that it can get. 


Lack of Pyrites. 

Lack of pyrites has caused complica~ 
tions and shortage of many vaiuable war 
materials and fertilizers. Sulphuric a ‘id 
shortage has been one of the _ biggest 
probiems before the Chemical Commit- 
tee. Now it appears that pyrites from 
Spain will soon be coming forward in suf- 
ficient quantity to relieve the strain. This 
will «ase up on the sulphuric acid short- 
age and will help wonderfully on the fer- 
tilizer supply. 

Very decided steps are also being taken 
by the Chemical Committee to hunt out 
and develop the possible sources of an 
increased supply of pyrites in this coun- 
The committee at its conference this 





try. 
week expressed very hopeful views that 
the pyrites problem may soon be satis- 


factorily solved, 


Deposits in South. 


When the question of pyrites was be- 
fore the committee for discussion a re- 
port was made that vast deposits of 
pyrites in Georgia are to be developed 
commercially to help meet the national 
demand. In this connection a letter from 
Secretary Franklin K. Lane, of the In- 
terior Department, was read, in which 
he stated, “On my recent trip throtgh 
the South I was surprised at the large 
deposits of needed ores which that sec- 
tion held, and which had not been com- 
mercially developed. There is no one sec- 
tion where more can be done than in the 
Soutn to make the United States inde- 
pendent of foreign production. 

“In times like these the pyrites of Geor- 
gia, for instance, should with all possible 
haste be brought into the market as a 
ecmmercial proposition and as a war 
necessity.”’ 

It was pointed out that while the Vir- 
ginia pyrites beds have been worked suc- 
cessfully for a number of years and in 
1915 produced more than any other State 
in the country, 163,000 short tons, the nor- 
mal annual output of Georgia for several 
years has been only 10,000 to 15,000 tons. 
This, it is expected, will be increased to 
possibly 100,000 tons within the mext six 
months and can be made 20,000 tons a 
year. 

The consumption of sulphuric acid in 
the United States for the year 1916, ac- 
cording to figures compiled by the United 
States Bureau of Mines, was 6,250,000 short 
tons, being an increase of 30 per cent. 
since 1914. The amount used in the manu- 
facture of fertilizers has remained about 
stationary and the big increase is owing 
to the enormous demand for the chemical 
in the making of explosives.

MENHADEN CATCH 
NOT IMPRESSIVE 


25 Steamers Out from Chesa- 
peake but Weather Handi- 
caps Fishing Operations. 


Baltimore, July 19, 1917. 

The menhaden fishing fleet in the lower 
Chesapeake Bay is now going ahead with 
its operations in the knowledge that no 
additional vessels will be commandeered 
by the government and that there is not 
likely to be any other interference with 
the fleet. The number of the steamers 
taken over by the United States authori- 
ties for patrol or other service of a mili- 
tary character stands at 25. It would have 


been 26, but one craft, the A. Brook 
laylor, of the Virginia Fisheries Com- 


pany, of Harvey's Wharf, Va., after be- 
ing taken away for examination and her 
purchase all but completed, has been re- 
turned, apparently having failed to meet 
the requirements of the Federal authori- 
ties.

In addition three or four 
sail riggers are on the grounds. 
According to information received here 


the results so far attained by the fleet 
are not impressive. Weather conditions 
have hardly been favorable, frequent 


storms and heavy rains interfering with 
the work of the vessels, and causing the 


fish to be exceedingly scary. The men- 
haden are on the whole very fat, but 
they appeir to take fright easily and 


seek deeper waters, so that it is difficult 
to detect a school. The catches, conse- 
quently, have Leen on the whole of mod- 
erate proportions, though it is not to be 


inferred from this that the season has 
been unprofitable. On the contrary, the 
quality of the fish and the high prices 


prevailing for scrap enable the fish fac- 
tories to eover expenses on catches 
which in some other years would mean 
a very considerable deficit. According to 
a calculation of a fertillzer man who has 
followed developments in the industry 
closely it takes only 200,000 fish to cover 
actual expenses per steamer for a week, 
any excess representing a marsfn of 
prolit. At this rate even the lean weeks 
of the current season may be expected 
to show a gain, the price of scrap con- 
tinuing to rule very high and sales at 
$5.50 and 10 dow’ the bay being reported. 

Oil prices are not so attractive, the quo- 
tations having eased off from 74 cents a 
gallon, which sum the fish factories held 
out firmly for. It appears that the large 
yleld of oil this year has tended to make 
the supply more liberal than usual and 
buyers have been holding cff until they 
forced concessions.

Energetic protest has been inade by 
perfume, extract and pharmaceutical in- 
terests holding such spirits in stock as 
an essential to their output of finished 
products, on the ground that such a pro- 
vision will work a hardship by calling 
for a double tax since such spirits will 
have paid a tax previously. 


Treasury Incited Action. 


This view of the operation of this tax 
is not in accord with the view taken by 
the Committee on Finance. The repre- 
sentative of the Oil, Paint and Drug Re- 
porter today learned that this amend- 
ment was inserted in the bill just before 
it was reported to the Senate at the in- 
stance of the Treasury Department, offi- 
ejials of which informed the committee that 
they had discovered that some wholesale 
houses and manufacturers were attempt- 
ing to evade the additional tax on dis- 
tilled spirits by mixing a few grains of 
ipecac to a barrel of spirits so that they 
could no longer be designated as “‘spirits”’ 
and in that way avoid payment of the 
additional alcoho! tax, 

Of course, the additional tax on dis- 
tilled spirits will go into effect on_ the 
day the bill Is enacted. The committee 
realized that wholesale houses and manu- 
facturers would have on hand consider- 
able quantities of preparations in the 
course of manufacture and awaiting sale 
and shipment, but the House bill made 
no provision for attaching the additional 
spirits tax to such supply after it was 
manufactured and the Senate Committee 
had no such purpose. 

It is understood that Treasury Depart- 
ment officials referred to these supplies, 
but did not suggest taxing them. 


Wholesale Violation Feared. 


It was not until the attention of Treas- 
ury officials was called to what is de- 
clared a wholesale attempt to violate the 
law by making a trifling change in the 
character of the spirits by the addition 
of a small amount of some drug such as 
ipecac that action was taken because such 
stock om hand was in fact regarded as 
distilled spirits tampered with for the

whether pure or partly manufactured 
should be ascribed to base motives. They 
asked whether any one was suggesting 
penalizing manufacturers who took time 
by the forelock in laying in large quanti- 
ties of sugar, chocolate or cocoa or a 
hundred other articles needed in their 
business when prices are going up and 
war clouds are making the future un 
certain They said distilled spirits that 
had sold for $2.70 a short time ago is 
now $3.60 a gallon. Why should they not 
lay in additional stocks as every other 
line of business is doing? Then, too, it 
was argued that in some instances 12, 1S 
or 24 months is required for the manu- 
facture of some extracts and perfunies 
as well as drugs. Some drugs must re 
main in spirits a long time. In some 
cases fresh drugs are difficuit to procure 
in these times and if a large quantity 
could be obtained at the beginning of 
the war there was no iogical reason why 
they should not be utilized against uncer- 
tainti of the future. There was every 
business reason why they should be put 
down in spirits and if that were done 
they were in the process of manufacture 
and showld not be taxed vem if the 
amount appeared to be unusually large. 
The tilk about dropping a pinch of ipe- 
eac in a barrel of spirits for no purpose 
except to evade the tax they scouted as 
the invention of some imaginative of- 
ficial. 


Still at Work with Congress. 


However, they faced the stubborn fact 
that the Treasury Department had said 
that this method had been adopted and 
“olficial’’ information is hedge about 
with a mysterious divinity that is hard 
to combat. But they are working on 
members of the Finance Committee 
nearly a dozen of them—in an attempt 
to have that obnoxious provision elimi- 
nated. Some of them have remained over 
to continue the fight They want the 
provicion removed in tote. Some _ de- 
care that it was shoved in at the last 
moment so that none of them knew any- 
thing about it until the bill was reported 
and printed. Others go further and say 
it never was in fact adopted by the com- 
mittee and it may be some Senator will 
challenge it on that ground. However, 
it is still there and more likely to be 
modified than removed entirely. It may 
be there is mo real difference between 
laying in large supplies of distilled 
spirits and the laying in of a big supply 
of sugar, but distilled spirits have an 
unsavory reputation and it does seem to 
members of the Finance Committee that 
it is more atrocious to avoid paying taxes 
on such spirits than to avoid the pay- 
ment on equal amounts of taxes on some 
‘ther article. The tax is a heavy one 
ind they need the money. 

Wiat the committee is most likely to 
do is to make it impossible for whole- 
sulers and manufacturers to have on 
hand when this bill becomes effective 
anv more spirits than is usual at times 
in the past when no Increase of revenue 
was contemplated 

As the amendment stands every one of 
about 250,000 retailers of articles contain- 
ing aleohol would have to render a sworn 
inventory of the amount of spirits con- 
tained ja such articles on their shelves 
and in stock 

However, the committee is really not 
quite after these 50,000 druggists and 200,- 
0 other dispensers of the compounds. 
They are looking after the big fellows 
with spirits in barrel lots, and although 
the principle is the same as applied to 
ether class the committee can see a 
listinetion even if there is no real dif- 
ference. 

Something probably will be done to 
lessen the burden of this amendment, but 
it has not been done up to this time and 
probably no action will be taken for sey-

Not Practicable to Redistill Whisky in 
Bond for Sake of the Alcohol. 


Wiashington, July 20, 1917 
The impracticability of converting 
Whisky into munitions wa illeged im the 


senate by Senator Hardwick, who based 


his statement upon an Opinion prepared 


for him by one of the oldest and most 


Valuable government officials in the In 


ternal Revenue Bureau. This opinion, in

chemical and commercial authorities are 
of the opinion that ‘the conversion of 
commandeered, whiskey into alcohol suit- 
able for power-making would be wholly 
Impracticable. Under the army and navy 
Specitications for smokeless powder alco- 
hol can not contain in excess of 0.01 per 
cent. of acid (calculated as acetic acid) 
or leave more than 0.006 per cent. of 
residue after evaporation, and must be 
otherwise absolutely pure, odorless and 
colorless. In aged whiskies, the charred 
Staves of the barrel. produce an amount 
of tannic acid, which alone is estimated 
to average twenty t'mes more than such 
allowed minimum 

“To eliminate all objectionable acids, 
aldehydes and others the alcohol redis- 
tilled from whisky would have « under- 
zo further and more or less expensive 
chemical treatment, and it is considered 
extremely doubtful whether even then the 
neutral product essential for reliable 
smokeless powder could be obtained 

“According to the annual report of the 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue for 
he fiscai year ending June 30, 1916, there 
were on that date 228,677,773 gallons of 
Whisky in distillery and general bonded 
warehouses. On June 1, 1917, distilled 
spirits of all kinds in bonded ware- 
houses, including fruit brandies, approxi- 
mated that amount. 

“Figuring 47 gallons to the barrel would 
aggregate 4,865,485 barrels. These whis- 
kies will average four years in bond and 
the governmental allowance for leakage, 
evaporation, etc., would be 94 gallons pet 
barrel, equaling 46,222,108 gallons, which, 
deducted from the original amount in 
bond, would leave 182,455,695 net gallons 
in warehouses. 

“Assuming conservatively that the aver- 
age cost of such whiskies to the people 
holding the warehouse receipt would be 
SS) cents per proof gallon, original gauge, 
the government's investment for the bare 
go00ds in bond would amount to $182,942,- 
218.40 which, divided by $182,455,665-—the net 
amount remaining in’ bond after deduc- 
tion of the government allowance—would 
make the whisky cost $1.0026 per proof 
gailon in bond. The average freight to 
the point of redistillation would be at 
least 2 cents per proof gallon. In redis- 
tilling the whiskies into alcohol the pro- 
duction would average one-half gal'on of 
alcohol, 19) proof, for each gallon of 
whisky redistilled, making the alcohol 
produced therefrom cost at that state 
$2.0452 per commercial gallon. The actual 
expense of redistilling the whisky into 
aleohol, without regard to the powder- 
making test, would be at least 5 cents per 
proof or 10 cents per commercial gallon, 
which would increase the cost of each 
gallon obtained by redistillation to $2.1452 
per commercial gallon naked, plus cart- 
age, insurance, freight, and other charges 
incidental to delivery of the product at

The petroleum marketed from all pro- 
ductive fields in Louisiana in 1916 amount- 


ed to 15,248,188 parrels, according to Sta- 
tistics prepared under the supervision of 
J. D. Northrop, of the United States Geo- 


logical Survey. This quantity is less by 
2,943,401 barrels, or 16 per cent., than the 
record output in 1915, but is slightly 
greater than the output in 1914, :

The average price at the wel!s for this 
oil was $1.03 a barrel for that from the 
Northern fields, and 73 cents a barrel for 
that from the coastal pools, these prices 
being respectively 41 cents and 27 cents 
higher than the average prices in 1915. 

In all 666 new wells were completed in 
Louisiana in 1916, as against 565 In 1915. 
Of these 428 were oil wells, 56 were gas 
wells, and 182, or 27 per cent., were fail- 
ures 

Of 520 we'ls completed in the northern 
districts 324 were oil wells having an 
average yield of 169 barrels each the first 
24 hours after completion, 55 were gas 
wells, and 141, or 27 per cent., were fail- 
ures. Of 144 wells completed in the coastal 
pools 104 were oil wells averaging 1.070 
barre!s each the first 24 hours after com- 


pletion, one was a gas we'l, and 41, an 
average of 2 in every 7, were failures. 
Rapid Well Decline. 

The decrease in the production of pe- 
troleum in Louisiana in 1916, desnite the 
increased number of new wells com- 
pleted, is accounted for by the ranid de- 
cline from their maximum jnitial flow of 
all wells drilled in this region and by 


the decidedly lower average initial capac- 
ity of the new wells in the northern dis-

tricts—169 barre!s a day in 1916, compared 
with 568 barrels a day in 1915. 

Significant developments in Northern 
Louisiana in 1916 include, in Caddo par- 
ish, a promising extension to the south 
and west of productive territory in the 
Mooringsport district and the completion 
of several gas wells of large capacity in 
the new gas field near Shreveport; in 
De Soto parish, the discovery of an un- 
defined area of oil production in the vi- 
cinity of Logansport, near the Texas 
boundary; in Red River parish, the dis- 
covery of new gil territory in the Grand 
Bayou district southwest of the Crichton 
field; in Bossier parish, the discovery of 
a prolific gas pool near Elm Grove, and, 
in Mcrehouse parish, tne discovery of a 
gas field of considerable promise a few 
miles southwest of Bastrop. 

No considerable developments resulted 
from activity in drilling in the salt dome 
pools in Southern Louisiana, Vinton su- 
perseded Edgerly as the leading source 
of vroduction in 1916, its output being 
33 per cent. greater amd that of Edgerly 
11 per cent. less than in 1915. The area 
of productive territory at Vinton was ex- 
tended slightly both to the south and to 
the north in 1916. Increased activity tn 
the Jennings pool resulted in a moderate 
increase in production. Deep tests at 
Anse la Butte and at Welsh failed to yield 
encouraging results. The production of 
buth these small pools was materialiy 
less than in 1915. 


CASINGHEAD GAS. 


New Regulations as to Royalty to 


Indians Expected Soon. 
Washington, July 20, 1917. 


After having been through the mill 
with two sets of attorneys, a draft of 
proposed regulations covering the ques- 
tion of royalty to be paid to the Indians 
on casinghead gas, and as to whether the 


producer can tle his business up in one 
contract or must make a special con- 
tract with the Indians—is now before 


Cato Sells, the Indian Commissioner, for 
approval. 

Promulgation of regulations was prom- 
ised two weeks ago by the Commissioner 
to casinghead gas producers who were in 
conference for several days with officials 
of the Interior Department. Since then 
the petroleum technologists of the Bu- 
reau of Mines have been going thoroughly 
into problems of production, the attor- 
neys have been whipping the regulations 
into legal phrascology and safeguards 
and the administrative officials have been 
giving plenty of advice. The regulations 
are now supposed to be in shape to sat- 
isfy all interests. 

It is not expected, however, that the 
regulations wi'l be announced for three 
er four days. The main point is a decl- 
sion whether the royalty to Indians 
should be paid on the measure of the 
crude as it comes from the casinghead 
or on the test of the refined product. 
The producers say that as they pay all 
the costs of refining, the royalty to the 
Indian should be paid on the crude. The 
ecasinghead question is comparatively 
new, it is in fact a new industry within 
an Industry and al interests are anxious 
to see the matter settled on an equit- 
able basis. 


New Tanker Olean So Painted as to 
Be Invisible at 1,000 Yards. 


Philadelphia, July 20, 1917. 


The Olean, the latest idea in “low visi- 
bility,”” built for the Vacuum Oil Com- 
pany, is nearing completion at the Har- 
lan & Hollingsworth vards. The launch- 
Ing is scheduled for this week. The ves- 
sel will not be visible, its builders “de- 
clare, at a greater distance than 1,000 
yards. This is believed to be the solu- 
tion of the great problem confronting 
owners of oil tankers, who have met great 
losses at the hands of U-boats. Painted 
with washed-out gray and pink paint, the 
boat at a distance of 50 yards has the 
resemb'ance of breakers. The painting 
scheme serves not only to deceive observ- 
ers, but also makes the ship seem smaller 
than it is. It is 360 feet long and carries 
two six-inch guns. 





Osage Indian Leases Sold on May 31 


Approved by Indian Commissioner. 


Washington, July 20, 1917. 


Leases covering about 9.000 acres of 
Osage oil lands within a drainage area 
have been approved by Cato Sells, the 


Commissioner of Indian Affairs, after the 
matter had been thoroughly investigated 
to safeguard the interests of the Osage 
Indians. These leases were sold at pub- 
lic avetion on May 31, and total about 
$2,000,000 premium. The average is some- 
thing like $219 an acre, the best price 
ever paid, it is understood, for lands of 
this character, lying within drainage area 
of territory already being worked. 





Special Duty on Gasoline in Force in 


British India. 


A bill adopted by the Council of Brit- 


ish Indla on February 16, 1917, provides 
for the imposition of a special duty of 
6 amnas per Imperial gallon (10 cents per 
standard United States gallon) in addi- 


tion to the regular customs duty on petrol 
(gasoline) imported into India, while an 
excise tax, equal in amount, is to be 
levied on that produced within the coun- 
try, except for exportation. The object 
of the measure is stated to be not so 
much to raise revenue as to restrict the 
consuinption of gasoline in order that 
there may be larger supplies available 
for military purposes. The import duty 
on gasoline and similar petroleum prod- 
ucts was fixed at 1% annas per Imperial 
gallon (244 cents per United States gal- 
lon) by the most recent tariff act.

The stimulus to field activi 
by the more favorable sachet for sae 
leum in 1916 and by the existence in Kan- 
sas of two prolific sources of new produc- 
tion resulted in the completion of 3,624 
wells. during the year, as against only 
1,088 in 1915. Of these 3,112 were oil wells. 
credited with am average yield of 79 bar. 
rels each during the first 24 hours after 
completion, 112 were gas wells, and 37v, 
an average of about 1 in 10, were failures, 

The field activity in Kansas in 1916 cov- 
ered 25 counties, but was centered in But- 
ler county, principally in the Augusta 
and El Dorado districts. In this county 835 
successful oil wells, credited with an 
average initial yield of 256 barrels each 







on the first day of production, were 
brought in during the year. The produc- 
ing area of each of these pools was 


greatly extended. At the end of 1916 there

The Pawhuska Oil and Gas Company, 
of Pawhuska, Okla., has been granted 
a new lease for about 19,000 acres of gas 
land by Cato Sells, Commissioner of In- 
dian Affairs.

FLAXSEED CROP IN 
NEED OF MOISTURE 


Special Reports from Fields 
Find It Backward—Seed 
Shortage Feared. 


rhe Government report on flaxseed, as 
issued last week, revealed the fact that 
the flaxseed crop of this country was sev- 
eval weeks late, and the condition of the 
growing seed was far below that of the 
corresponding period last vear. Since the 
report) was issued dispatched from the 


agricultural sections of both this country 
and Canada have emphasized features 


commented upon by the Reporter last 
week, the lateness of the crop and the 
lack of moisture, and during the past 
week reports have not been of an opti- 
mistic nature. As a result and in the 
hope of obtaining a reflection of actual 


conditions in the fields, the Reporter has 
obtained telegraphic reports from its cor- 
respondents in Duluth, Minneapolis and 
Winnipeg, which are printed herewith, 
and alse has been permitted to interview 
the local representative of the Midland 
Linseed Products Company, Mr. Tomlin- 
son, who has just returned from a visit 
of inspection in the flax territory, These 
summaries of actual conditions are print- 
below:

G. H Tomlinson, sales manager of © 
New York branch of the Midland Line 
seed) Products Company, has just re- 
turned from a trip to Minneapolis, Du- 
Inth and other sections of the Northwest 
Hle reports that it is doubtful if existing 


supplies of flaxseed “nd linseed oil in this 


country are large enough to fill current 
contracts and also take care of any new 
demand which may arise before new erop 
oil is on the market. 

Mr. Tomlinson also warns against rely- 
Ing too much upon seed supplies which 
may come from Argentine, taking the 
ground that foreign consuming markets 
are not well stocked at present and will 
enter into competition with American 
crushers for Argentine seed. In an in- 
terview with a representative of the Re- 
porter, Mr. Tomlinson said: 

“Ti would seem to me that the most in- 
teresting feature of the oil situation at 


the present time is, ‘Is there enough seed 


and oil im the country to supply existing 
contracts, and, in addition, take eare of 
the demand until new crop cil is avail- 
able?? From what IT can learn, those in 
a position to know believe that a short- 
age exists, and that this shortage will 


develop acutely during September and Oc- 


tober, On account of the lateness of the 
crop, it may be necessary to depend on 
old oil to supply part of the October re- 


quirements. Consequently, it would seem 
that the price of oil, based on the maxi- 


mum price of $3.20 seed for September. 
should represent the minimum price of 
oil, not only for September, but October 


and possibly November and December. 
“Regarding new crop, it was generally 
helieved that the Government report 
would show a larger increase in flax acre- 
age, and [ think this was discounted to 
some excent on sales of oil made pre- 
vious to the government report. Our crop 
at best will be from ten to twelve mil- 
lion bushels short on actual requirements, 
and it would seem that a little too much 
cenfidence is being placed on the Argen- 
tine crop, as in case Argentine delivers 
an average crop it might be well to con- 
sider a few other conditions that might 
easily affect the price of oil in 1918 
“Stocks of both seed and oil are 
low in all foreign countries, so that 
active bidding can be expected for all 
‘gentine supplies. ‘Tonnage is very 
scarce and is becoming more so, so that 
it is doubtful if we could expect as good 
service in this respect as we had last 
year. In case the war ends within the 
next year, flaxseed will be very much 
in demand. With competitive oils run- 
ning high, linseed cannot decline much 
helow the parity of these oils. The cake 
situation might easily become acute, re- 
sulting in lewer prices for cake and cor- 
respondingly higher prices for oil. Con- 
juently, the possibility of low-priced oil

crushers must consider the above facts 
when making offers of oil for future de- 
livery, while the buyer is depending en- 
tirel upon a large Argentine crop to ful- 
fill his expectations.’

that have been menticned are added in 
proportions of 1 ounce of each for every 
catty of oil (catty—1% pounds). 

As much of the wood oil arrives on 
the local market containing a small per- 
centage of water, it is necessary to use 
some substance which will free the oil 
of this adulterant. T’utzu, -which is a 
ferruginous Clay, serves this purpose by 
absorbing the waiter content. When the 
t'utzu is added the liquid boils furiously, 
and at times if the heat is too great it 
bursts into flames. When this condition 
arises a small percentage of linseed oil 
is added, and immediately forms a cover- 
ing film which smothers the fiames. 

T’o-shen, which local mineralogists 
state is native red lead, is added to the 
boiling oil at the same time as the t'utz1. 
This product is used to give the resulting 
liquid the proper color, and to prevent it 
from becoming cloudy or unequal in dens- 
itv. Before it is ready to be added to 
the weod oll it must be finely ground 
This is accomplished by small hand 
erushers which are usually made = of 
stone, 

It is impossible to state the degree of 
heat that must be reached before the 
mineral substances are added, as the nu- 
tives who manufacture the varnish have 
no set rules for the work. The point at 
which the liquid begins to thicken is con- 
sidered the correct one, and from. this 
puint the boiling process is allowed to 
continue without further’ interruption 
until the oil finally reaches the consist- 
ency of varnish. This usually takes about 
two hours, although the amouni of liquid 
in the vat and the size of the fire may 
materially alter the length of time re- 
quired. 

Kwang yu is used by the natives as a 
waterproofing substance for silks, pon- 
gees, etc., and also as an ornamental var-

It 
Was reported that the oil was to’ be 
stored in bonded warehouse. The 
whaler is the first to arrive at New 
York in the past 10 years. Usually 
cargoes of whale oil have been taken 
to England, but owing to the German 
submarine activity the captain decided 
not to risk the valuable cargo. At the 
close of the week who owned the oil 
and whether it would be offered to buy- 
ers here was unknown.

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FLAXSEED CROP IN 
NEED OF MOISTURE 


(Concluded from page 20.) 


seed area of the Northwest and Canada, 
the crop is suffering badly for lack of 
rain. The crop is backward as a whole, 
much of it being seeded late on ground 
that had been originally prepared for 
whear. The acreage under flax in the 
American Northwest is estimated at 2, 
000,000 acres, an increase of about 20 per 
cent, over last year. The crop situation 
may be regarded as critical at present.” 


Winnipeg. 

“The flax crop situation in the Cana- 
dian West at the present time is at the 
critical point, and a considerable amount 
of uncertainty exists as to the final re- 
sults. Reports from traders who are in 
close touck with the flax crop state that, 
generitlly, the crop is decidedly spotted, 
and in large areas many fields are excel- 
lent, while others almost alongside are 
in poor shape. ; 

“The early sown fields generally are in 
fine condition, having had moisture to 
start germination, but the late sown are 
decidedly patchy, the seed in parts lying 
dormant until quite recently, when light 
rains were general over the entire Ww est. 
‘hese rains occurred from June 12 to 15, 
and, while patches are good, other parts 
have only small plants of a few inches in 
height, these coming up after the June 
rains. 

“Although the acreage of flax has been 
increased in the three western provinces 
in Manitoba and Alberta to the extent of 
14,633 acres, the total in these two prov- 
inces being 113,605, as against 98,972 last 
year, traders are of the opinion the crop 
will not exceed the yield of last year. 

“The Saskatchewan figures are not 
given. Should rains come in the near fu- 
ture 2nd the fall frosts come late quite a 
different aspect would result. 

“In Western Saskatchewan, where large 
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acreazes of flax are grown, a trader rée- 
ports today that the crops of flax are 
decidedly poor, and says it depends on the 
fall as to whether rains would be much 
good at this lite date Singularly enough, 
the weather map of today shows 7 
inches of rain has visited the Saskatoon 
district and 44 inches at Regina, both 
places being near the section of Saskat- 
chewan referred to. General y heavy 
rains are needed in the whole West to 
mature all grain crops, as large areas are 
now in head and just heading out of 
wheat and oats. Traders say in the 
phenomenal crop year of 1915 circum- 
stances were Much the same as at the 
present time, the West having a habit of 
doing wonders in the last lap of the sea- 
son No estimate of the crop available 


so far.”’

COTTONSEED COUNCIL. 


Organized to Co-operate With Gov- 
ernment in Food and Feed 


Conservation. 

At the instance of National Food Ad- 
ministrator Herbert C. Hoover, acting 
through the Interstate Cottonseed Crush- 
ers’ Association, there has been created 
an Interstate Cottonseed Products’ Coun- 
cil to co-operate with the government 
in the conservation of food and feed in 
the emergency of national defense. 

Following a series, of conferences be- 
tween Mr. Hoover and President Fielding 
Wullace, of the Interstate Association, 
and the voluntary offer of the associa- 
tion's facilities and resources to the gov- 
ernment, President Wa lace called a spe- 
cial meeting of the association's Execu- 
tive Committee at Memphis this week, at 
which delegations of officers and mem- 
bers were present on invitation from all 
the State associations of oil seed crushers. 

It was voted to create a council of five,

as above, with President Wallace as 
chairman. The other four will be ap- 
pointed by the president from among 
the leading members of the association. 
Mr. Hoover desires to have the council 
ready for conference with him as neces- 
sities may require, and this action is in 
accord with his policy to work with and 
through the large industrial organiza- 
tions of the country in co-ordinating the 
patriotic impulses of the people for the 
war eMergency, 

To supplement the work of the Inter- 
state Council, an _ Interstate Advisory 
( ommittee was created, consisting of the 
chairmen of ten State committees of five 
members each, the ten chairmen being 
nained as follows:—

service constantly during he war emer- 
gency. 

A systematic corelation of duties is thus 
provided through the president and Exec- 
utive Committee, acting with the resident 
director, and the National Cottonseed 
Products’ Council, the Interstate Advi- 
sory Committee, the State Advisory Com- 
mittees, the secretary of the Interstate 
Association at Dallas, the assistant to 
the president at Memphis, and the vari- 
ous State organizations.

BUENOS AIRES FLAXSEED 
MARKET. 


The linseed market was featured this 
week by a recovery in prices. At the 
beginning of the period values were easy 
and were of a declining tendency.

The best news of the week from the 
viewpoint of the petroleum men is the 
report from the Mid-Continent of a 
come-back in gushers. For some time, 
with the exception of the big Trap- 
shooters’ well in Butler county, Kan- 
sas, the usual array of quality and 
quantity producers which has marked 
this oil division of the country has 
been lacking, but now Towanda town- 
ship registers with three wells of 
gusher character of extraordinary cal- 
iber. One started off with 15,000 bar- 
rels’ production, while a second is re- 
ported to be flowing at the rate of 
20,000 barrels a day, while stil a third 
is pouring out 2,500 barrels from a few 
feet of pay. Oklahoma came in a good 
second with a 15,000-barrel well, the 
largest in the Osage district, while in 
Blackwell a 3,500-barrel well added in- 
terest to the situation, A] in all, it 
was the most interesting week in the 
Mid-Continent for some t'me, and par- 
ticularly worthy of note in view of the 
decrease shown in the six months’ re- 
port. At the close of the week the 
estimated production of the Mid-Con- 
tinent was 359,000 barrels, 249,000 of 
which is credited to Oklahoma and 110,- 
000 to Kansas. This is the first time 
the latter State has topped 100,000 bar- 
rels. 

A feature of the California situation 
is the report of Max Thelan on oil 
conditions, with the prophecy that the 
production of that Sunset State will 
not exceed last year’s by more than 
2,000,000 barrels, and that if the present 
excess of consumption, over production 
continues there will not be a barrel of 
oil in storage there iby June 1, 1919. The 
excess demand is now 1,083,000 barrels 
a month. Fuel oil has gone up again 
in Los Angeles, the quotations now be- 
ing $1.48 there, as against $1.45 in San 
Francisco. 

Wyoming conditions show an uplift, 
the bringing in of new producers of 
large calibre in the Big Muddy field 
giving an impetus to the s‘tuation and 
auguring well for some of that large 
production of wh‘ch so much has been 
said during the past few months. The 
Ohio Oil Company and the Midwest Re- 
fining Company are the possessors of 
the two new wells, one of which is 
flowing 2,500 barrels. 

June pipe line figures show that de- 
liveries were in excess of runs by 1,353,- 
868 barrels, with stocks held p’aced at 
106,412,922 barrels. 

A new wildcat we!l in 
ish, Louisiana, seems to point to 
discovery of a new third sand, The 
well is 12 miles east from producing 
territory and is flowing 1,000 barrels a 
day. 

The Gulf Coast came back this week 
with a rush, with a total of 16,790 bar- 
rels, as against 1,266 the week before— 
a 15,000-barrel gain. This was due to 
toose Creek, which went on record 
with several good ones, four of them 
with an initial production of 3,000 bar- 
rels each. In all there was 13,000 bar- 
rels’ production from 10 wells, which 
sounds like old times. 

There were no changes in prices paid 
for crude. 


REFINED PRODUCTS. 


The only change of moment during 
the weck, if the fuel oil uplift in Cali-

homa the old premium plan is being practiced 
again, and the market quotations are not a 
barometer of what operators are actually re- 
ceiving for their oil. For the high grade fields 
east of the Mississippi River higher quotations 
muet be posted before the drill can be forced 
more than it working today. 

The most active field in the high-grade fec- 
tlon is Kentucky and its extensions into Ten- 
nessee. Development in these two States prom- 
ises to enrich’ present holders of acreage W 
into the millions, and with the Ohio Oil Com- 
pany on the ground, both buying and devel- 
oping, there ie every incentive for the small 
operators to build up a production. Field re- 
ports from the country over conflict with the 
view of the present prices on stocks of the 
better known companies. In this respect some 
of the large companies are now holding big 
Mexican properties available. Gsher territory 
is conspicuous by its almost total absence ex- 
cept in the new Kansas pools. North Louis- 
jana, for instance, being featureless, and activ- 
ity in Texas largely confined to the heavier 
grade districts. Some good wells are being 
drilled in the new Wyoming field, but not wells 
of volume to offset the great Cushing pool of 
two years ago. The Kansas pool is the nearest 
thing discovered, four big producers there show- 
ing a total output of 11,000 barrels a day. 
The petroleum trade has reached that stage 
which comes almost with the regularity of the 
years. Every decade finds supply diminishing, 
but every decade has brought its new povls, 
from the days of Oil City, Pa., to Lima, to 
the newest Indiana, later the Illinois, then 
Cushing, Caddo and the Texas Panhandle. If 
history repeats it must be from Kansas and 
Wyoming so far as this country is concerned, 
as California is declining and never contrib- 
uted to the supply of Eastern refineries. 


June Pipeline Figures. 

In the fields comprising the high-grade fields 
east of the Mississippi River, the Panhandle 
tields of Texas and the Kansas and Oklahoma 
fields, the runs from the wells for June 
amounted to 15,963,271.77 barrels.

Houston, Texas, July 17, 1917. 


Results in drilling operations for the past 
week have greatly increased new production 
in the Gulf Coast division, there being a total 
of 16,790 barrels for the week, against 1,266 
barrels produced the week before. This was 
due to Goose Creek coming back with several 
good wells, four of which had an initial pro- 
duction of 3,000 barrels each. This district 
also completed several good wells of somewhat 
smaller production, furnishing in all 13,550 
barrels’ new production from ten producing 
wells.

Five copies 
of ship rules and regulations relating to the 
ascertainment of the amount of water and 
other foreign matter in oil tendered for trans-

Mr. Cullinan, who ie a 
brother of J. S. Cullinan, oil man, now in 
Washington as assistant to Food Commissioner 
Hoover, came to Houston last fall from 
Wichita Falls, where he was superintendent 
of the Producers’ Oil Company’s interests in 
North Texas. 

The Hoffmann Producing Company, 
fices in the Carter Building, Houston, at a 
meeting of the directors a few days ago, de- 
clared a dividend of 240 per cent. on shares 
of par value of $19. 

The Coast Line Petroleum Company, of Kan- 
sas City, Mo., capitalized at $125,000, has 
leased 25 acres in the Goose Creek oil fleld 
on Spillmann’s Island, out in the bay, and ex- 
pects to start drilling as @oon as material 
can be obtained.

The Midwest Refining 
Company’s plant at Casper, with a capacity of 
18,000 barrels daily, is expec ted to be enlarged 
to a capacity of from 30,000 to 40,000 barrela 
per day by the end of the year. The refinery 
at Greybull, controlled by the Midweet Com- 
pany, now has a capacity of 8,000 barrels 
daily, and this also is expected to be enlarged 
materialls The Midwest refinery at Casper 
is already the fourth largest refinery of gaso- 
line in the country, and markets for its products 
have been established all over the country. An 
additional market for Wyoming crude is found 
at Regina, Canada, where the Imperial Oil 
Company’s refinery is located, The refinery 
has a huge contract with the British Govern- 
ment, and a large portion of the output of the 
Elk Basin and Grass Creek fields is going to 
Regina under a large production contract. The 
Big Muddy pipeline, from that field to Casper, 
has been completed and is running oil, the esti- 
mated daily run being between 4,000 and 6,000 
barrels. Two other pipelines in the State are 
in course of construction—one from the ter- 
minus of the Grass Creek line at Chatham to 
Greybull, and the other from the pre ter- 
minus of the Elk Basin line at to 
Greybull.

The report on oil conditions in California has 


been completed ‘by Max Thelan, of the Railroad 
Commission and committee, and an appeal is 
to be made by means of the report to Federal 


authorities. 

In the report stress is lald upon the fact 
that California oil would play a far more im- 
portant part on the world market during a 


period of war than in peace times, and would 
under the present conditions be unable to sup- 
ply oil to the government in any great quan- 
tity. The consumers of California petroleum 
will shortly face condition of decreasing pro- 
duction and increasing demand, as the produc- 
tion for 1917 will not exceed that of 1916 by 
more than 2,000,000 barrels at the present rate 
of production. Regarding storage depletion, if 
the present excess of consumption over pro 
duction amounting to an average of 1,085,000 
barrels per month continues, the entire avail- 
able storage of California fuel oil will be ex- 
hausted by June 1, 1919, 

The only remedy is an increase in produc- 
tion, which should amoynt to 30,000 barrels 
per day. In order to obtain this driiling must 
be done on the land which will yield the 
largest production in the shortest time by the 
expenditure of the smallest amount of drilling 
material and labor. Of the most desirable un- 
drilled lands approximately 70 per cent. are 
involved in litigation with the Federal Govern- 
nent. Nearly one-half of the best undrilled 
proved petroleum lands of the State are 
claimed by the Kern ‘Trading and Oil Com- 
pany, the Fuel Bureau of the Southern Pacific 
Railroad, Of the remaining lands in litiga- 
tion, a part of the must productive undrilled 
lands is in possess.on of H. M. Payne, Federal 
recelver.

The State of Calitornia has just learned that 
it must pay 20 cents more for fuel oil ior the 
next #ix months than it did during the fiscal 
year just ended. The contract went to the 
Shell Company at $1.54, the Union's bid of 
$1.55 being the only other offer received. The 
companies decline to contract for more than 
six months, In the tace of existing condi- 


tions the State was fortunate in being able to 
secure aby contract, as almost no contracts 
are being made now, and the ordinary con- 
sumer has to pay the quotation of the day of 
shipment, This rule has been in general ef- 
fect for some time past. 

Not only are the prices of fuel oil advancing 
all over the State, but most of the big mar- 
keting companies show no desire to get new 
business. For some time past the Standard 
has quoted no price on the open market, but 
when new customers have applied the matter 
has been referred to San Francisco headquar- 
ters for a quotation and for instruction as to 
whether or not the oil can be supplied at any 
price, 

So great is the prevailing shortage that the 
Southern Pacific is wholly unable to buy any 
considerable quantity even at an advance of 
10 cents per barrel over the Standard’s quoted 
field prices. Ag the government will not per- 
mit the company to drill the lands in litigation 
to the extent that it must in order to make 
up its shortage, the company has just reit- 
erated its statement that the train service will 
be cut within the next thirty days until there 
is an unexpected improvement, Further cuts 
will be made within sixty and ninety days 
unless relief is then in sight. 

The other railroads entering California ap- 
pear to be much better provided with fuel 
than the Southern Pacific. None of them have 
oil lands involved in litigation. The Santa Fe 
has its own lands and its consumption is 
comparatively small, The Western Pacific's 
fuel contract with the Standard runs until 
1919 and provides for enough oll up to that 
time. The Northwestern Pacific and Salt 
Lake also have long time contracts furnishing 
sufficient oil to tide them over. 

Another advance in fleld prices is due very 
soon, The fact that it is practically impos- 
sible to buy oil at the prices quoted officially 
by the Standard shows that an advance is 
due, This inability to get oil at the artificial 
price fixed by the Standard has been demon- 
strated by the experience of both the Southern 
Pacific and independent refiners 

Relief in this line can only be obtained when 
the government relaxes the iron hand held 
upon litigated lands from which the supply 
could well be obtained. P

All the 
Jar have been purchased by a single San 
Francisco company, which now possesses prac- 
theally the entire township, ‘The lands are near 
locations Which were previously drilled for oil 
with no success attending the efforts. In near 
proximity to the newly purchased lands two 
vil wells were sunk a few years ago. These 
were abandoned, but it is pe ble they are 
soon to become the scene of active operations 
again.

‘The line ts to 
run from the company’s terminal on the 
Panuco River at Tampico to Tepetate, a dis- 
tance of approximately W& miles. 

In connection with the stringing and laying 
of the pipe the Mexican Gulf people con- 
template several departures from the usual 





methods of hauling and handling the material. 
In the first place, it is planned to build a 
permanent route the full length of the right 
of way, to bridge small streams and place 
suitable barges for use as ferries over the 
large arroyas and rivers. Telegraph and tele- 
phone systems will be Installed, with sep- 
arate connections to all camps and stations 
along the line. An order for @ battery of 
heavy duty, special four-wheel drive trucks has 
been placed in the States for immediate de- 
livery in Mexico, to supplement the trucks 
which the company already has in operation. 
These will be used-exciusively to string vio. 
and to haul the necessary supplies for both 
the line work and the drilling camps. 

If possible, the company hopes to be able to 
begin moving their production from Tepetate 
not later than the first of tha year. By the 
time the line is finished and ready for opera- 
tion, the company will be in position to handle 
at least 15,000 barrels daily. 

The Gulf Refining Company, parent organi- 
zation of the Mexican Gulf Oil Company, has 
several big oil tankers in the course of com- 
pletion, in the States, which are to replace the 
corresponding number of vessels from the 
Gulf coastwise trade into Mexican service. 

With the activity of the Mexican Gulf, 
Texas and Cortez companies, together with 
the established shipments of the Aguila and 
Huasteca companies, it is not improbable that 
the exports of oil front Tampico will be near- 
ly doubled next year. 

An order issued this week by the Chief of 
Pilots of the port of Tampico is of great 
imoprtance to the oil interest shipping out of 
this port. The order in effect is that here- 
after ships drawing 27 feet 4 inches of water 
shall be permitted to finish loading from the 
barges in the dredge turning basin between 
Fl Aguila and the Standard wharfs. Hereto- 
fore only ships with a draught of 22 feet 6 
inches could leave. The Bast Coast Oil Com- 
pany’s shipments for June totaled the re- 
spectable sum of 855.847 barrels of oil,

Gravity Test of Gasoline. 


At a hearing held at Oklahoma City last 
week on gasoline standards before the Cor 
poration Commission, refinery men and other 
experts who gave testimony were practically 
unanimous in the belief that the gravity test 
of gasoline was useless. They said a distilla- 
tion test was required in order to keep up with 
improvement in refining processes. : 

B. M. Bowen, of the National Refining Com- 
pany, was definite in his declaration that gaso- 
line for motor purposes can not be satisfacto- 
rily graded by gravity tests alone. A sugges- 
tion by him was to delegate to the State 
chemist the duty of making tests for gasoline 
and establishing the standards as condiions 
arise. This plan would make the employment 
of many local inspectors unnecessary. W. A. 
Williams, of the Empire Refining Company, 
formerly in the service of the Federal Govern- 
ment in the Bureau of Explosives, said the 
gravity test is proving very unsatisfactory to 
consumers of gasoline. He would not consider 
gravity at all in testing gasoline. His opinion 
is that the distillation test is the only satis- 
factory test for motor gasoljne. Others who 
discussed the inspection plans included W. H. 
Francis, E. E. Plumly and C. H. Converse 
the Magnolia Petroleum Company; P. C. Scul 
lin, of the Texas Company; A. J. Pp er, 
secretary of the Oklahoma Casinghead Gasoline 
Manufacturers’ Association; A. M. Kerr, of 
the Riverside Oi] Company; R. L. Welch, at- 
torney for the casinghead gasoline manutac- 
turers, and W. K. Campbell, of the Economy 
Oil and Gas Company. 


With the Refiner. 


The Mohawk Refining Company has 
closed a contract with Charles Page for 
the erection of a 2,000-barrel refinery at 
Sang Springs, It is understood that the 
Mohawk company will be a subsidiary com- 
pany to the White Star Refining Company, 
which now has a large plant for refining 
and transportation purposes. The stock- 
holders in the two companies will be the 
same. , 

The Lawton Refining Company, of Law- 
ton, is making good headway with the new 
improvements planned and has much of 
the machinery and necessary material 
already on the ground, The company 15 
amply supplied with crude and is using a 
combination of Healdton and Garber oil. 
A large amount of the H. H. Champlin 
production in the southwest of 25-22-W. 
goes to the Lawtom refinery. 

Healdton is to have the most modern 
casinghead gasoline plant in the State, to 
be built by the Gates Oil Company. It will 
be of concrete and steel and the machinery 
will be of the latest model. It will have a 
capacity of two and a half million feet of 
gas a day and will be the largest plant 
south of the Keifer district. The compres- 
sion process will be used. The machinery 
has been ordered for this plant and con- 
struction work will be rushed as soon as 
the shipments arrive. The Gates people 
have a large acreage and will utilize their 
own gas in the manufacture of gasoline.

TEXAS PANHANDLE. 


Fort Worth, Texas, July 18, 1917, 

The heavy drouth that has prevailed all 
over the North Texas fields for the past month 
cr so has finally been broken by several heavy 
showers during the past week, Earthen ponds 
have been built and there is a good supply of 
water now on hand in the majority of them, 
Notwithstanding the heavy drouth, the past 
month's figures in proportion have shown a 
nice increase over that of the previous month’s 
report. An examination of the runs for the 
month of June show a large increase, the 
total production amounting to 786,947 barrels. 
Of this amount the Electra pool, in Wichita 
county, furnished 530,080 barrels, and the 
urkburnett pool, in the same county, pro- 
cuced 236,020 barrels. The Petrolia pool, in 
Clay county, had 25,670 barrels, and the shal- 
low-sand pool at Strawn, in Palo Pinto county, 
furnished 38,500 barrels, The Corsicana de- 
velopment had 24,177 barrels, and the balance 
was divided from the Iowa Park, Holliday 
and other wildcat pools. For the first time 
in the history of the Electra pool the Pro- 
ducers’ Oil Company has lost its place as the 
largest producer, the Magnolia Petroleum 
Company king the lead with a new produc- 
tion of 2: Ok barrels, with the former com- 
pany second with 235,205 barrels. The Red 
River Oil Company produced 23,612 barrels, 
and the Gulf Production Company's output 
amounted to 21,678 barrels. The balance of 
the oil produced was distributed among the 
other smaller companies and individuals 
operating in the pool. ‘Of the pipeline runs 
the Magnolia Petroleum ‘Company received 
405,125 barrels; the Texas Company 388,312 
barrels; the Panhandle Refining Company 
70,045 barrls, while 3,542 barrels were run from 
the new development near Holliday, in Archer 
county. In th@ Strawn pool, in Palo Pinto 
county, the only runs were that of the Texas 
and Pacific Coal Company ,which amounted to 
38,500, and the balance was run to the Wichita 
Valley refinery at Iowa Park and _ several 
other small refineries, 


Good Results. 


The past week has been an eventful one in 
the North Texas field and some creditable 
wells have been drilled. Burburnett — fur- 
nished an interesting completion in the Adams 
Oil Company’s No. 1 on the Ramming lease, 
which started off at 590 barrels. The same 
company drilled in No, 2 on this lease and 
it is also showing for a big well in the 1,600- 
foot formation. W. G. Skelly drilled in a 250- 
barre] starter in the same formation in No. 4 
on the Ramming lease, and the Magnolia Pe- 
troleum Company’s N 6G on the Cook farm

The Electra pool, in Wichita county, the 
mainstay of the Panhandle field, is furnishing 
s00d wells from week to week and many new 
locations have been staked out that will be 
arted up as soon as the tools and machinery 
are liberated from other work. Deeper drill- 
ing is the main feature in this development 
and a number of the older wells that have 
decreasea in production until they are con- 
sidered worthless are being drilled deeper and 
n most cases the owners are rewarded with 
a new and large production. The Producers’ 
Oil Company has drilled deeper its No. 50 on 
the Stringer lease to 1,954 feet and it started 
off at 350 barrels. No, 134 on the big Wag- 
goner ranch was completed at 1,955 feet with 
10 feet of pay, good for 60 barrels, 


Large Well South of Electra. 


In the New Culbertson district an enormous 
amount of new work is being planned. Sev- 
eral new wells have been drilled in during 
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the past week and several others are on top 
of the sand and awaiting to be drilled in, 
while several others have passed the known 
pay sands and are drilling ahead in hopes of 
picking up a new pay. ‘The largest weil of 
the week is the 6 Oil Company's No. 1 
Burnett, section 6, three and one-half miles 
northwest of the original well om the Latke 
Wilson ranch, which struck the top of the 
pay sand at 1,485 feet and is reported tu be 
flowing close to 200 barrels a@ day. ‘The Gulf 
Production Company dritled in a 5v-barrel 
well at 1,567 feet in its No. 1 on the Jenrungs 
lease, north of the 6666 Oil Company's weil, 
but has passed the sand in its second test on 
the Burnett and Lloyd ranch, which was en- 
countered from 1,454 to 1,508 feet, as it, was 
considered worthless, and is now driiling 
ahead at 1,750 feet. Forbes Burmett et ai.

Various Developments. 


While other sections of the Texas Panhandle 
field are attracting the attention of the oil 
fraternity at tne present writing, the little 
Shallow sand development near the town of 
Strawn, in Palo Pinto county, should not be 
overlooked, This is one of the most remark- 
able strips of producing territory in the en- 
tire North ‘texas division and is furnisning 
a lot of new production, Despite the fact 
that the weils ure of oniy ordinary size they 
are of sufficient size to keep the drill busy 
and no sooner is a well completed than an- 
other location is made and drilling started up. 
The Texas and Pacific Coal Company is do- 
ing the bulk of the work in this pool and 
has close to 200,000 acres under lease, a part 
ot which is held under fee. During the past 
week this company drilled in two wells, Nos. 
186 and 189. ‘the former struck the top of 
the sand at 722 feet and is making 25 bar- 
reis, and the latter found the pay at 1,028 
feet and is showing for 40 barrels. Four other 
wells owned by this company are on top of 
the sand and are showing indications of fair 
producers, 

Stephen county bids fair to become one of 
the most important districts of the Pan- 
handle, and although very little is being 
given out concerning operations, the talent 
have great faith in this section of the coun- 
ty and intend to give it a thorough testing. 
The Producers’ Oil Company, which drilled 
in the discovery well on the Parks ranch, 
which started off at 250 barrels, has a test 
now. under way on the Smith farm, of the town 
of Breckenridge, which is down to 3,165 feet 
and nearing the pay found in the Parks well. 
Keithley No. 1 is underreaming at 1,746 feet, 
with the total depth of hole at 1,785 feet, and 
a location has been announced for a test on 
the Lauderdaie farm, 990 feet east of the 
west line and 330 feet north of the south line 
of Survey No, 3,389 and close to a mile 
northwest of the Parks No. 2, Several other 
wells are now under way and they are nearing 
the depths where the pay sand should be en- 
countered and their progress is being watched 
with a great deal of interest. 

Eastland county is having but little testing 
of late and the interest which was once cen- 
tered there has sort of shifted away. The 
Texag and Pacific Coal Company's test on the 
Walker property is shut down on account of 
boiler trouble, at 2,980 feet, and the McCloskey 
well, scuth of the Walker well, has spudded 
in 200 feet. Other wells in this county are 
shut down. 

The territory surrounding Mineral Wells in 
Northern Palo Pinto county is getting an 
active testing, and although no oil has been 
discovered so far the prospectors have not lost 
faith in the development and are starting 
tests as fast as the machinery and tools can 
be obtained. Just to the south of the town 
is one of the best gas producing strips of 
territory so far discovered, and the neighbor- 
ing towns are now enjoying natural gas. The 
Empire Gas and Fuel Company has finally 
completed its fishing job on the Terry ranch 
and is now drilling deeper from 2,000 feet. 
Palmer, Owens & Wilson’s test on the Oakes 
ranch is below 2,900 feet, without any show- 
ing, but a deeper test will be attempted. West 
of Palo Pinto the Empire Gas and Fuel 
Company’s test on the ‘Watson 18,000-acre 
tract is drilling at 1,300 feet and the old tools 
that were used to drill the well on the Beld- 
ing ranch for the Sinclair Oil and Gas Com- 
pany is being hauled to the old Holt place, 
west of the town of Grayford, to replace the 
rig and tools that were destroyed by the re- 
cent fire In the well on the Holt ranch, and 
the well will be drilled in at once. 

Near Milsap, in Parker county, the Parker 
County Oil] and Gas Company’s No, 3 on the 
Morters ranch is making hole at 850 feet, 
after the oonstriuction of a mile and a half 
of water live te insure water for drilling pur- 
poses until the well is completed. North of 
Albany, in Shackleford county, the Expire 
Ges and Fuel Company's No. 1 on the Reynolds 
ranch is drilling ahead at 1,670 feet. 

Leasing is an important feature in the Texas 
Panhandle field and some large tracts of land 
are being leased up. The latest deal of im- 
partance is that wherby the North Texas 
Petroleum Company, under the management of 
B. W. Williams, an attorney of Wichita Falls, 
secured a lease on 12,000 acres of land south of 
the town of Sidell, in Wise county, @nd near 
Storey, in Denton county, the leases lying 
in both counties.

The above tabulated figures show a decrease 
of 6 in completed wells over the previous 
week's report, but a gain of 1,188 barrels in 
new production, The dry holes numbered the 
Same as last week, but there is shown a de- 
crease of 4 in the dry holes. A larger in- 
crease in the daily production of the North 
Texas fields is looked for, as the late excessive 
rains have helped the situation in most every 
district. A number of wells that have been 
shut down on top of the sand will be drilled 
in and their locations are such as denote large 
wells. The new Culbertson district and the 
Holliday locality are showing quite a nice 
little addition to the fields’ production and an 
enoilmous amount of prospect work is being 
done. The Strawn pool, Palo Pinto county, is 
also coming to the front. The new territory 
opened up by the Producers’ Oil Company 
south of the town of Breckenridge, in Stephen 
county, also bids fair to be an important pro- 
ducer of oil and the new work under way is 
commanding a great deal of attention.

ALASKA PETROLEUM. 


Immediate Action Necessary if Oil Is 
to Be Available in Emergency. 


Petroleum has been found in four dis- 
tricts along the Pacific seaboard of 
Alaska. These are the Yakataga field, 
which is comparatively inaccessible on 
account of the lack of a harbor; the 
Katalla field, which is the only one that 
is producing oil and which can be made 
tributary to Controller Bay without great 
expense for construction and without 
great loss of time or can be reached by 
an easily constructed 60-mile branch from 
the Ccpper River Railroad; the Iniskin 
Bay field, on Cook Inlet, and the Cold 
Bay field, on the Alaska Peninsula. The 
last two are tributary to harbors that 
are free of ice throughout the year. 

Drilling has not been sufticient in the 
partly developed field at Katalla to de- 
termine the presence of any considerable 
pools. The rather wide distribution of 
Seepages and the results of the drilling 
of some 25 holes indicate that oil might 
be obtained in this field in a much larger 
quantity than that now yielded by the 
five or six wells that are being pumped. 
The petroleum from this field, like that 
from other Alaska fields, is a high-grade 
refining oil with a paraffin base. As oil 
of this grade is now in great demand 
for the manufacture of gasoline, and as 
the supply under war conditions may not 
meet the needs, every encouragement 
should be given to those who are willfng 
to spend the money necessary for the 
drilling. Unless a large pool is struck 
early in the operations, which is not be- 
lieved probable, it will take at least a 
year to drill a sufficient number of holes 
to assure any considerable production. 
This statement is based on the records 
of the existing wells. The producing 
wells are shallow and the oil has to be 
pumped. To meet the present emergency 
it will probably be best to drill a large 
number of shallow wells rather than to 
attenipt to test the ultimate possibilities 
of the field by sinking deep holes. The 
above statement of conditions and possi- 
bilities in the Katalla field probably 
holds, in general, for the Iniskin and 
Cold Bay fie'ds. In these fields, however, 
there has been very little drilling and 
no production. The geologic structure of 
these fields, so far as known, is simpler 
than that of the Katalla field, and it is 
therefore easier to direct operators to the 
most provable locations of possible pools. 

The Alaska oil lands were withdrawn 
from entry in 1910. A sma‘l area of oil 
land has been patented in the Katalla 
field, and other claims are still pending. 
If the Alaska oll fields are to be regarded 
us a possible source for refining oil dur- 
ing the present emergency, immediate 
action should be taken by which oper- 
ators can obtain freehold or leasehold 
titles to sufficient areas to justify the 
large expenditures necessary for dri.ling.

Goose Creek Shows 15,000 Barrel 


Increase During Past Few Days. 
Houston, Texas, July 20, 1917. 


Notwithstanding the scarcity of iron 
casing for completing oil wells, drilling 


operations of all of the larger companies 
are being prosecuted more’ vigorously 
than at any time during the last several 
months. As a result of this increased 
activity, the production of the Goose 
Creek ficld situated just to the south of 
Houston, shows an increase during the 
last several days of more than 15,000 bar- 
rels over the high tide figure of any pre- 
vious production. Four of the new wells 
each have a daily flow of 4,000 barrels. 
In the Humble field the deep drilling 
method continues to prove very success- 
ful and new wells with flows ranging 
from 1,200 to 3,000 barrels each are being 


brought in with considerable frequency. 
It is significant that there are in the 
Goose Creek field alone 124 wells now in 
process of being dril'ed. New rigs are 
being constanily added to the number 
in that field as well as the Damon 
Mound, Humble and other Gulf coast 
fields, , \ 
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Prospects Excellent for the Olive Crop 
of Andalusia, Spain. 


Seville is the center of the olive trade 
in Andalusia, and during 1916 the exporta- 
tion to the United States amounted to 
4,457,168 galions, valued at $2,173,036. 

The olive crops of the district have al- 
ternating good and bad years. The year 
1914 had a poor crop of olives, while the 
1915 crop was exceptionally good. As the 
1915 crop was shipped in 1916, last year’s 
exports constituted a record for the dis- 
trict. 

In 1915 the exportation was only 2,859,664 


gallons, valued at $1,227,336. The ship- 
ments during the present year, being 
the crovs of 1916, will be below those of 


last year. 

The prospects of the crop at present are 
said to be excellent and with continuing 
favorable weather the production of botn 
Queens and Manzanillas should be equal 
to the crov of 1915. Owing to the high 
price of oil, however, it is anticipated 
that a large quantity of Manzanillas will 
be used fcr crushing, so that high prices 
wiil nave to be paid to secure olives for 
curing purposes. Also all materials and 
charges are increasing, wages for gather- 
ing, expenses of carting, curing materials, 


and cost of ‘“‘bocoys’’ (hogsheads) are 
much higher. It is estimated that the 
additional cost from the trees to f. 0. b. 


Seville will be about 4 pesetas per fanega 
(1% bushels) higher than last year. 

Owing to the good crop of olives in 
1915, the shipments of olive oil during 
1916 were exceptionally large. In 1915, 
179,271 gallons of olive oil were exported 
from Seville to the United States, valued 
at $196,631. In 1916 the exports were 449,- 
874 gallons, valued at $506,574. The ship- 
ments during 1917 will probably be sma ler 
in quantity, but the values will be high. 
as oil is now selling on the Seville mar- 
ket at 16 pesetas per arroba (about $3.10 
per 3.32 gallons) against 11 pesetas at the 
same time last year, an advance of nearly 
40 per cent. 

There has been

the price of oil may be higher before the 
end of the season, owing to the ifcreased 
cost of production, ete. 

With the anticinated good crop 
olives, there should be a plent 
of pulp for the production of green sul- 
phur oil, which is manufactured from the 
refuse.

Food and Drug Regulations in Queens- 
land, Australia, Call for Exact 
Labeling. 


The new food and drug _ regulations 
adopted in Queensland are quite detailed, 
comprising 100 sections in which are 
prescribed the standards for certain food 
and drug products amd the manner of 


their labeling. As a rule, every package 
of food or drugs packed or inclosed for 
sale must bear a label containing, in ad- 


dition to the data 
the regulations, a 


specially required by 
statement as to the 
name of the product, name and address 
of the manufacturer or dealer, country of 
origin, and net weight or vo'ume. If the 
product is compounded *or mixed or an 
imitation, the fact must be stated, and 
it is prohibited to use the word “pure” 
or any other word of similar significance 
unless the preduct corresponds to the 
prescribed standards. Statements which 
are misleading or false in any particular 
are likewise prohibited. For drugs and 
disinfectants certain information must 
be given upon the label, and all required 
Statements must be in boldfaced sans- 
serif capitals of at least 6 points face 
measurement. Statements as to weight 
or volume should be in figures of at 
least 30 points face measurement. 

In the case of drugs for which no spe- 
cial standards are prescribed, the British 
Pharinacopepia is to be followed in de- 
termining quality and suitability for sale 
The presence in medicines of specified 
drugs as well as of poisonous substances 
in general is to be clearly indicated on 


the label. Certain provisions regarding 
patent medicines, including the require- 
ment that the labels contain a statement 
of the formula unless it has been de- 
posited with the Commissioner of Public 
Health, were disallowed by the Legisla- 
tive Council on February 7, 1917, and are

Medical Section, Council of National 


Defense, Increasingly Active. 
Washington, July 20, 1917. 

The medical section of the Councll of 
National Defense has been occupied dur- 
ing the past week with work in connec- 
tion with the offices of the Surgeon-Gen- 
eral of the Army. Special emphasis has 
been placed upon securing opthalmolo- 
cists and work has been begun upon the 
selection of an approved list of otologists 
The Research Committee, through the 
activities organized by Dr. Vaughan in 
various parts of the country, is encour- 
aging the perfection of many practical 
methods for the preparation of disinfect- 
ants of wounds, throat sprays, used jin 
controlling carriers of diseases communi- 
cated by nose and throat secretions, etc. 

During the coming week more intensive 
efforts have been planned to increase the 
number of applications for the Medical 
Reserve Corps from the more backward 
of the States. 


CUSTOMS APPRAISERS’ DE- 
CISIONS. 


Gum Olibinum. 


The vrotest of the Interocean Forward- 
ing Company against the assessment of 
duty of gum olibinum at 10 per cent. 
under paragraph 3 tariff act of 1913, wus 
sustained by the Board of General Ap- 
praisers The claim by the protestants 
was that the merchandise was entitled 
to free entry as a crude drug under para- 
graph 477. The Court of Customs Appeals 
in a former decision in the United States 
v. Maine Central Railroad Company (7 
Ct. T. D. 36427) has limited that portion 
of the paragraph to such articles having 
medical qualities or at least used in medi- 
cines. The testimony introduced showed 
that gum olibinum is used in the manu- 
facture of Medical plasters, although the 
principal use is to burn as an incense. 


Chlorophyll. 


Fritzsche Brothers were upheld in their 
protest of leveling duty at 20 per cent., 
act of 1913, as a chemical compound by 
the Board of General Appraisers. The 
protestants claimed that it was qdutiable 
at 15 per cent., under paragraph 31, for 
extract of chlorophyll. The collector's 
decision was reversed. General Appraiser 
McClelland concurred in the opinion. 








Crude Lavender Flowers. 


The Board of General Appraisers up- 
held the protests of W. Benkert, Lazarus 
& Rosenfeld and the National Aniline 
and Chemical Company against the as- 
sessment of duty of crude dried lavender 
flowers at 20 per cent. ad valorem, under 
paragraph 49, tariff act of 1913 Protest- 
ants claimed free entry, under paragraph 
177, and were sustained 


Crude Rose Leaves. 


The protest of Parke, Davis & Co. was 
sustained by the Board of General Ap- 
praisers against the placing of duty by 
the collector on an importation of crude 
rose leaves of 2 per cent. ad valorem 
under paragraph 49, tariff act of 1918. The 
board held that the testimony was simi 
lar to that of protest TASI7S, which was 
incorporated in this case, and the claim 
for free entry was allowed. 


Orchil Liquid. 


The Board of General Appraisers’ deci 
sion was rendered in favor of Innis, Spei 
den & Co,, Geisenheimer & Co., W. A, 
Ross & Co., and W. A. Foster & Co., who 
protested the assessment of duty at & 
of one cent per pound on orchil liquid, 
claiming that the merchandise was en- 
titled to free entry. Evidence was intro- 
duced showing that merchandise involved 
was similar to that of protest 788480, cov- 
ered by G. A. 8041. 


Sweet Almond Oil. 


The Beard of General Appraisers de- 
cided in favor of Lehn & Fink, who pro- 
tested the vlacing of duty on sweet al- 
mond oil at 2 per cent., tariff act of 1913. 
Protestants claimed that duty should have 
been at 5 cents per pound, under para- 
graph 45 for sweet almond oil. In the 
former decision of (T. D. 37162) this ques- 
tion was decided in favor of the claim 
here made. General Appraiser McClel- 
land concurred, 


Binitrotoluol. 


The Glant Powder Company, of San 
Francisco, Cal., protested against the 
Classification of binitrotoluol under para- 
graph 23, act of 1913, at 10 per cent., ad 
valorem. Claim was made that the mer- 
chandise was entitled to free entry, under 
paragraph 5Ol. The board held that the 
substance “is not an explosive, but is a 
coal-tar preparation which is used in the 
manufacture of explosives’’ and overruled 
the protest. 


Quinine Glycerophosphate. 


The protest of Merck & Co. was sus- 
tained regarding the classitication of qui- 
nine glycerophosphate, a compound of 
sulphate of quinine with glycerophos- 
phoric acid, under paragraph 18, as a 
salt or compound glycerophosphorie acid. 
The Board of General Appraisers held 
that the merchandise was free of duty, 
as claimed as a salt of cinchona bark 
under paragraph 584, tariff act of 1913.

It is difficult 
to place contracts, and the market for 
future shipment is nominal. 

BLEACHING POWDER. — Demand 
for large drums continue quiet, and 
the market for immediate delivery is 
still quoted on the basis of t%&ec. a 
pound in large drums. Small drums 
suitable for export are held at 3l%c. a 
pound and up, depending on tare, 
quantity and dealer. 

BLUE VITRIOL.—Business in this 
material is quiet at present. Prime 
large crystals are held at 9%@9%c. a 
pound, but dealers report a quiet run 
of inquiry for both prompt and for- 
ward shipments. Small crystals are 
inactive, and the market is quiet at 
9c. a pound. The principal movement 
at present is said to be against out- 
standing orders. 


BRIMSTONE. —An active demand 
continues, and the market retains a 
very firm position. At the mines $35

portation conditions remain very un- 
favorable, and rates are still abnor- 
mally high.

quote 51@52c. a pound on resale lots 
for immediate delivery. Demand is 


reported moderate, and the inside price 
might be shaded on a firm bid. First 
hands quote 70@7ic. a pound for fu- 
ture contracts. 

CHLORATE OF SODA.—Quiet trad- 
ing is reported at prices ranging from 
23 to 24c. a pound, depending on geller 
and quantity. The contract price to 
consumers is 20c. a pound. 

CYANIDE OF SODA.—Spot prices 
have not changed materially during the 
interval. Demand is quiet, and small-lot 
business is reported from 52c. to 60c. a 
pound, depending on quantity anq seller. 

SAL AMMONIAC.—Spot offerings 
continue of limited proportions, and the 
market is being maintained around the 
recently established high levels. White 
granular is quoted at 17@19c. a pound, 
Whi'e occasional resale lots reach the 
tiarket as low as 16c. a pound. Gray is 
held at 1ic. a pound, with scattered sales 
reported at 10144, 

SALTPETER.—Sales ate being made 
at former prices, ang the market is re- 
ported firm by leading dealers. (Crude 
materials are still high, and there is no 
immediate prospect of a reduction in the 
cost of manufacture. Sellers quote re- 
fined saltpeter at 31c. for powdered and 
up to 87c. for small crystals and 38c. for 
large crystals. Refined nitrate of soda 
is quoteg at 6@6%4c. for granular and 
6% @64c. for crystals, the price depend- 
ing on quantity. 

SODA ASH.—Bealers report a steady 
feeling in light 58 per cent. soda ash. 
Spot in bags is held at 2.90c. and in bar- 
rels at 3.10@3.15c. a pound. Demand is 
active, and makers are not inclined to 
offer additional lots on account of heavy

NITRIC.—The local market is in very 
limited supply, as consuming demand is 
active and producers are so well sold up 
that very little acid is reaching second 
hands for resale. The general quotation 
is 84 @8%ée. for 42 degrees ana 8c. for 40 
degrees, Aqua fortis is selling about 
4c. a pound under pure nitric acid. 

OXALIC.—A limited volume of busi- 
ness is reported in the local market. 
Small spot sales are reported at 46@ 
464%c. a pound, but there is an absence 
of round-lot transactions 

SULPHURIC.—A continued active in- 
quiry from consumers is keeping this 
market in a very strong position. It is 
dificult to secure round lots for any- 
thing like nearby shipment, as leading 
producers have their output under con- 
tract for several months.

Our Baltimore correspondent writes: 








The sulphuric acid market in Baltimore ap- 
pears to be on the whole quiet so far as actual 
commitments are concerned. The users of acid 
evidently placed crders some time ago to cover 


their needs, and there has been no occasion 
for them to go the market, they being 
under contract with producers. But such are 
the necessities that the market watched 
closely for any offerings that may out 
The special wants in the way of acid to which 
the war has given rise naturally enable all 
of the producers to work at capacity in so 
far as they are able to obtain the raw ma- 
terials, such as pyrites and brimstone. The 
high cost of these materials and other items 
that enter into production are also a guar 
antee that the market will not sag. The quota- 
tions remain at for t6-degree acid, with 
(-degree acid around $23 and $24, and with 
no 5O0-degree acid offering 
TARTARIC.—Small resale lots have 
been offered by second hands at 80@81c.

Fertilizer 


Saturday Noon, July 21, 1917. 


Demand for fertilizers and fertilizer 
* materials is quiet, but is bood for this 
time of year. The place of fertilizers 
on the list of articles for which export 
licenses are necesSary has aroused con- 
siderable comment, but this is not ex- 
pected to have any effect on the market. 
Exports of fertilizers have not been 
large and the materials which go out of 
the country also are not important. 
Prices for the various materials are 
holding steady. Interest in the pro- 
duction of nitrates from the air has 
been increased by reports that the 
government was proceeding with plans 
for the output of this material. This 
may be important later on in the mar- 
ket for nitrate of soda and reports from 
European points also lay emphasis on 
this point as a factor which will be even 
more important when the war has ended 
and conditions become normal. At 
present the demand for nitrates for the 
making of explosives is very important 
and affords an outlet which is in ex- 
cess of that offered by the fertilizer 
trade, but any increase in the wor'd’s 
supply of nitrates will mean a change 
in market conditions when the supply 
if offered more freely to the fertilizer 
trade. Announcement is made _ that 
production of sulphate of ammonia in 
this country in 1916 showed a material 
gain as compared with that of the pre- 
ceding year. The supply of sulphate 
now on the market shows that the out- 
put is not yet large enough for con- 
suming requirements and the produc- 
tion wil] admit of considerable expan- 
sion before this country will be self- 
supporting in that respect. Another 
item of importance this week consists 
in the report that the government will 
establish and operate. a plan on the 
Pacific coast for the production of 
potash which will be used for govern- 
ment purposes. The situation with re- 
spect to animal ammoniates has not 
improved during the week and record 
prices are asked for dried blood and 
tankage in al] markets. Fishing opera- 
tions in the South have been meeting 
with ‘fair results, but fish scrap is still 
held at high levels. 


NITROGEN FERTILIZERS. 


DRIED BLOOD AND TANKAGE.— 
There is practically no market for 
dried blood and tankage. Stocks are 
sold up and offerings are so small that 
prices are little better than nominal. 
Advices from Chicago say that values 
for dried blood and high-grade tankage 
at that point are around $6.40 per unit 
of ammonia. This is the highest price 
ever asked for these materials, but the 
prices are not dependable, as stocks 
are very limited and any large buying 
orders would have difficulty in being 
filled at any price. What is true of the 
Chicago market is also true of other 
domestic markets. 

FISH SCRAP.—Better weather can- 
ditions have contributed to help along 
the catch of menhaden in the South, 
and reports from there are more favor- 
able regarding the catch, but the mar- 
ket for fish scrap cannot be said to 
have weakened, as sellers are influ- 
enced by the position of other mate- 
rials and are not eager to sell except 
at very high prices. Buyers are also 
inactive and the market is going along 
in a waiting position. 

SULPHATE OF AMMONIA.—Promi- 
nent producers say that suiphate of 
ammonia production in the United 
States in 1916 is estimated to have been 
325,000 tons, an increase of 75,000 tons, 
or 30 per cent. over that of 1915. Of the 
1916 total, 272,000 tons are credited to 
the coke ovens and 53,000 tons to the 
gas works and bone carbonizing 
plants. The corresponding figures for 
1915 were 197,128 tons for the former 
and 51,921 tons for the latter, according 
to the United States Geological Survey. 
To this 1915 total of 249,049 net tons 
should be added 1,000 tons estimated 
for the recovery of sulphate of ammo- 
nia from bone carbonization. The 1916 
increase of 75,000 tons is termed nota- 
ble, but it is scarcely larger than that 
of Germany in 1912, when that coun- 
try’s coke-making industry was being 
transformed from a non-recovery to a 
recovery basis. 

The 1916 coke output was a record 
for both beehive and by-product ovens, 
amounting to over 54,000,000 tons. This 
corresponds to about 82,300,000 tons of 
coal, which, taken with the gas works 
carbonization of some 4,700,000 tons, 
brings the total coal carbonized to 87,- 
000,000 tons for the year. This should 
have yielded 870,000 tons of sulphate of 
monia if treated in by-product ovens 
instead of 325,000 tons, the estimated 
recovery. Only 37 per cent. of the pos- 
sible recovery is being achieved. 

There is no market for sulphate of 
ammonia at present. This is due to 
the lack of offerings. Prices are wholly 
nominal. 

NITRATE OF SODA,.—A report has

come from abroad summarizing the ni- 
trate market for the first half of the 
year. This report states that produc- 
tion for the six months January to 
June (estimating that for June at 5,- 
400,000) amounts to 32,180,000 quintals 
(or 1,458,000 tons), which compares with 
32,236,130 for the same period last year, 
both of which are practically pre-war 
figures. 

Exports from Chile to all parts of the 
world, able to avail themselves of it, 
amount to 1,206,950 tons, which com- 
pare with 1.330,100 for the first six 
months of 1916, both years being up to 
pre-war standards. For the present 
month exports are on a very reduced 
scale, which rather denotes that the 
scarcity of tonnage is becoming more 
acutely felt as time goes on. Under 
such conditions it is difficult to see how 
prices f. 0. b. Chile can be maintained. 
It is not altogether a convincing argu- 
ment by the producers that, owing to 
the sharp risé€ in exchange and in- 
creased cost of production they must 
of necessity obtain more money. So 
long as there is no curtailment of pro- 
duction and an insufficiency of tonnage 
to lift it, prices cannot well advance; 
producers naturally want to self their 
production and get it moved. 

Stocks in Chile amount to 20,300,000 
quintals, or 920,000 tons, compared with 
19,894,000 quintals, which is fairly heavy 
considering that production has rather 
a tendency to increase than to de- 
crease. 

Tonnage, or the lack of it, is the 
worst feature in the situation, nor does 
it give much promise of improvement. 
Importers provide their tonnage with 
great difficulty, but before the time ar- 
rives for shipment find that the Gov- 
ernment has found it necessary to an- 
nex it. On2 factor which is creating 
discussion it. the domestic trade is con- 
cerned with the effect on nitrate of 
soda which \-ill follow the work of the 
Government in erecting plants for the 
production cf nitrate from the air. 
These plal.s are assuming definite 
shape and 1)1y have the effect of cut- 
ting demand for the Chilean material 
When the output here becomes a real- 
ity. Prices tor nitrate are given at 
$4.20 per 100 } ounds for spot and ship- 
ment, 

PHOSPHATE ROCK.—A report from 
Washington says Idaho, Utah, Wyom- 
ing and Moni ina possess vast deposits 
of high-grade phosphate rock. Al- 
though the prosphate areas are by no 
means com >letely surveyed, the 
amount of }::osphate in the known 
deposits, as e:timated by the United 
States Geolo;ical Survey, is nearly 
five and one-half billions tons. 

An idea of the immensity of this ton- 
nage may be obtained by comparing 
it with last year’s production in the 
United States of 1,980,000 tons, 

The market for phosphate rock is 
firm, as producing costs are above nor- 
mal and in spite of the fact that stocks 
are large the supply is in firm hands.

South Carolina kiln dried, $3.75@4.00, f.

The inquiry for fertilizer mixtures on the 
part of intending buyers keeps up in a man- 
ner that signifies strikingly the interest felt 
among the uses and that suggests an appre- 
hension among the buyers that if they wait 
until the regular shipping season opens they 
may be unable to have their wants taken 
eare of. A considerable part of the inquiry 
also grows out of a belief that the top notch 


in the way of prices has not yet been touched, 
and that delay in placing orders will result in 
prices being revised upward. The attempts to 
place orders for future delivery on the basis 
of the figures that prevailed last spring have 
been abandoned, of course, and the buyers of 
prepared to 


fertilizers are perhaps generally 

pay more. Considering the period of the year 
the inquiry must be regarded as exceptionally 
active and the belief is entertained that the 
next shipping season will not only extend over 
a much longer period than usual, but that 
everything possible will be done to expedite 


the movement so that it will in the aggregate 


attain far larger proportions than before. 

The manufacturers of mixtures, therefore, 
are confronted by the prospects of being 
called on to supply stocks in much greater 


volume, which makes it very desirable that 
the stocks of crude materials should be con- 
served in every possible way. To this prob- 
lem the committee of ferilizer men assisting 
the Council of Defense with expert advise is 
bending all of its thoughts and energies, 
and there is a great deal of speculation as 
to how the problem will be worked out. As 
has been pointed out repeatedly, the stocks 
of crude materials are limited, and large 
additions from directions hitherto unacces- 
sible are not to be looked for. The trade 
is restricted to making the stocks avail- 
able go as far as poss.ble, which can ke 
done for one thing by a revision of formulas 
and the closest economy. All of the re- 
sources accessible must be used with care, 
waste must be eliminated and an education- 
al campaign must be conducted, with econ- 
omy as its chief purpose, in order that the 
farmers may be taught to accomplish more 
with a certain quantity of fertilizer than 
they d.d before. At that there is no pros- 
pect of a recession in the prices, especially 
of crude stocks. The fact that they can- 
not be increased will preclude the possi- 
bility of any material reduction in cost, 
and the buyers of mixtures are confronted 
by the certain prospect of a firmer mar- 
ket perhaps than ever before Of course 
the manufacturers can be relied upon to aid 
their customers in every way possible, and 
every division of the trade will feel called 
upon to develop the highest degree of effi- 
ciency possible. As for the farmers, they 
have every reason to face the future with 
confidence, for they will be in the _ posi- 
tion to adjust prices for their products on 
the basis of the increased cost of produc- 
tion and are certain of a ready market for 
whatever they have to sell. 

FISH SCRAP.—According to reports received 
from down the bay the menhaden fleet has 
not made any big catches so far this season 
The weather is on the whole unfavorable for 
the fishing steamers, rains being frequent and 
stonms making the water too rough to facili- 
tate operations, Because of the conditions that 





























have prevailed, it is thought, the fish are very 
shy, and keep away from the surface of the 
water or at the least disturbance take refuge 
in the lower depths, so that their presence 
cannot be easily detected, As far as the 
catch goes, therefore, it has not been of im- 
pressive proportions, but it is also said that 
the fish are exceptionally fat, and yield large 
quantities of oil, so much so that the prices 
of oil have had to be shaded by the sellers, 
the buyers having held off at the figure which 
was asked two weeks ago of about 74 cents 
On the other hand, the quotations on scrap 
continue very firm and high, actual sales at 
$6.50 and 10 down the bay being reported, 

At this rate it is not difficult for the fishing 
steamers to make expenses, it being calcu- 
lated that they have only to catch 200,000 fish 
to cover the cost of operation for a week. 
There is every indication that the returns on 
scrap will continue very liberal, so that with 
a very moderate catch the fish factories will 
still be making money. The fleet has settled 
down to its work now without apprehension 
of further withdrawals of vessels by the United 
States Government, 

TANKAGE.—The conditions in the market 
for tankage have undergone no change in the 
last week. The quotations are firmly main- 
tained at the price given, about $ and 10, 
c. a, f. basis Baltimore, for 11 and 15 high- 
grade round tankage, and while this quota- 
tion is represented as largely nominal, it may 
be doubted if orders for any considerable 
quantity of tankage could be placed for less.

able manner. The quotations continue at $15 
for 14 per cent, and $16 for 16 per cent. acid 
phosphate, and there is no prospect at present 
that any decided modification of these prices 
will be made, the high cost of acid and other 
items rendering it necessary for the producers 
to mark up their prices accordingly. Besides 


the demand for acid phosphate from directions 
other than the fertilizer trade is such as to 
take up all of the output readily enough, so 
that the producers have no surplus stocks to 
dispose of ag it is.

In considering applications for licenses 
under President Wilson’s export-control 
proclamation, the administrative board of 
the Exports Council has decided that the 
following articles are subject to the pro- 
visions of the proclamation:— 


Sulphur, saltpeter, nitrate of potash, 
benzol, rice, dried beans, peas, condensed 
milk, structural steel, shapes and mild 
steel, including angles, tees, beams and 


channels; steel plates of ordinary tank 
quality, rolled-steel floor plates, rosin and 
turpentine, washing powder, hand lantern 
oil, toluol, lubricating oil, steel plates, 
malt, tank plates and boiler plates, soap 
and soap products and vegetable oils. 
On discussing the form and disposition 


of expert-license blanks, officials of the 
Export Division said:— 

“The question has been raised as to 
how a license can be surrendered both to 
the steamship company and the custom 
house. The answer is simple. The ex- 
porter receives the license in duplicate, 
and he turns both copies over to the 
steamship company in exchange for a 
Steamship permit. The steamship com- 
pany turns both the original and dupli- 


cate over to the customs authorities with 
its clearance papers. 

“Diticulties arising where goods cov- 
ered by a license are not forwarded in 
one lot will be settled in one of severaJ 
ways. In the first place, a man may ap- 
ply for and receive as many licenses as 
he requires. A ‘balance license’ Is being 
arranged for, to take care of any balance 


of goods which is not shipped under the 
original license. A ‘blanket license’ is be- 
ing arranged for, to cover specific firms 
to certain countries. 

“In the case of shipments to Canada, 
exporters are advised that steps have 
been taken to facilitate such shipments 
and that they need not apply for a spe- 
cific license. Shipments to Canada may 


be forwarded as heretofore.”’

New French Process for the Manu- 


facture of Iodine. 
Reports from Quimper (France) 
of a new process for the manufacture of 


speak 


iodine and its derivatives. Iodine of 
which the Department of Finistere is a 
great producer, was hitherto extracted 
from the soda produced by the incinera- 
tion of certain kinds of marine algae. 
This method of operation, which necessi- 
tated the algae being first of all trans- 


formed, rendered the yield very poor and 


lacking in uniformity as the incineration 
processes employed were very rudimen- 


tary. Mons. Vincent, director of the De- 
partmental Laboratory of Finistere, who 
has been studying this question for some 
years, has now discovered a process en- 
abling iodine to be extracted by a d'rect 


treatment of such algae or seaweed. This 
process has been patented and used in 
the works of Mons. Blondin, at St. Pierre- 


Penmark, and has given excellent results. 
With the ass'stance of this latter gent'e- 
man, a joint stock company has now been 
formed, with a capital of 360,000 frances 
for working the patent, and utilizing it 
And its by-products. The company is en- 
titled “I/lode et ses Derives.’’ At the 
first general meeting the following gen- 
tlemen were elected members of the Board 
of Directors, to hold office for three 
years:—MM., A. Canet, of Quimper: Felix 
Movsan, of Pint Il’ Abbe, and A. Mille, of 
Paris.

Activity in some lines of the textile 
trade is causing a good demand for 
dyes and dye materials. Buying for 
the government is helping to stimulate 
trading. A good business is passing in 
colors Which are in limited supply, and 
dealers are eager to pick up odd lots 
various colors. Dye materials in 
general are holding a firm position as 
far prices are concerned. Reports 
of limited tonnage have been heard for

a long time and are very important 
in regulating prices for imported ma- 
terials and the situation has not 


changed during the interim. Export 
inquiry is noted for many materials 
of the dye market, but difficulty also 
is found in securing freight room for 
outgoing goods. Aniline oil and salt 
were rather quiet during the week, 
but the only change in prices js said 
to occur at intervals when second of- 
ferings are placed on the market at 
concessions in order to effect a quick 
sale. Bichromates are in fair demand 
with no special features to trading at 
present. Prussiate of potash is among 
the materials which are scarce on spot 
and prices have been very strong. 
This is especially true of yellow prus- 
siate, as demand for this material has 
been good, and this has accentuated 
the shortage of supplies. Gambier is 
little better than nominal in the spot 
market, but stocks afloat are offered 
by different sellers and quotations are 
freely made on shipments. Logwood 
extract is not active, but a good call 
is found for deliveries against con- 
tracts and the market is steady as pro- 
ducing costs are held up by firmness 
in the market for the logs. All the 
wood extracts are in a steady position 
and the same is true of the vegetable 
extracts. Zine dust is offered at dif- 
ferent prices with sellers’ views rang- 
ing according to quantity and quality. 
Detailed reports on the separate items 
of the local market follow: 
ACETATE OF SODA.—Trading in 
this material is not active. The mar- 
is featured by reports that sales

are made at different prices, and ac- 
cording to some reports it was pos- 
sible to buy round lots during the 


week at 9c, per lb., although sales of 
smaller lots were made at 9'4c. per Ib. 
With demand of fair proportions sell- 
ers are inclined to hold prices firmer, 
and when demand falls off the asking 
of holders is lowered.

ANILINE OIL AND SALT.—About 
the only feature to the market for 


aniline oil during the week was found 
in reports that some resale lots were 
offered at prices under those asked by 
regular handlers. In spite of this the 
market is not regarded as weak, and 
the quotations in most quarters are 
held on a steady. basis with 30c. per Ib. 
aS the inside price. Aniline salt is 
moving in a routine way with quo- 
tations at 33c. per Ib. and upwards. 
BICHROMATES.—A quiet week is 


reported for bichromates with prices 
undergoing no changes. Bichromate 


of soda is moving in a normal way 
against contracts, and this is taking 
up the output of some manufacturers. 
There is no scarcity of supplies on 
spot, however, but they are well con- 
trolled, and some large factors in the 
trade are refusing to shade l16c. per 
Ib. Sales are made under the 1lé6c. 
per lb. level, however, and in some 
quarters 15%c, per lb. can be done. The 
prices as quoted show a range with 
the difference depending on grade and 


seller, ,ichromate of potash is in fair 
demand for export with nothing to 
feature the domestic trade. Prices 


are maintained at 36c. per lb. and up- 


wards. 

FUSTIC.—Consumption of fustic and 
the extract is said to have increased 
owing to greater output of cloth in 
which these materials are used. The 
good call for supplies combined with 
high costs of importing fustic have 
created a strong market, and values 


are quoted at $47@50 per ton for fustic 
for prompt delivery. Fustic extract is 
affected by the firmness in the wood 
and sellers are asking 15@18c. per Ib. 
for liquid with solid extract held at 
24@26c. per Ib. 

GAMBIER.—The supply of gambier 
on spot is so smal] that many importers 
are not quoting, and the market is in a 
nominal position. Recent imports are 
said to have passed direct to consumers, 
material is now the way, 


but some on 
and all this material is not sold ahead, 
as offers have been made during the 


week on material now on the way. Prices 
for stocks afloat are given at 16@16%c. 


per pound. The spot market is nomi- 
nally quoted at 17c. per pound. 

LOGWOOD.—While denfand for log- 
wood is not active, the market shows no 
signs of going down in price. This con- 
dition results from the fact that stocks 
held here are not large, and there is 
difficulty in securing shipments from 
primary points. It is stated that stocks 
are helq at shipping points, but are not 
moving owing to the lack of tonnage. 
Some reports say that certain stocks 
have been held for a long time and that 
the quality of the wood has deteriorated 
as a result. Prices for logwood are 
firm at $30 per ton and upward, with the 
better grades commanding as high as 
$38 per ton. Logwood extract is quoted 
at prices ranging from llc. to 1l6c. per. 
pound for 51-degree extract. Hematine 
crystals are on the market at different 
prices, with some cellers willing to do 
13c. per pound and others asking up to 
17¢c. per pound. 

MYRABOLANES.—Advices from Cal- 
cutta say the market is firmer, as de- 
mand continues good. Quotations are:— 
Rs. 1-10 to Rs. 2-10 per B. md., weight, 
loose, according to quality, for prompt 
and near-forward deliveries. For picked 
yellow heavy rough nuts the latter price 
is quoted. Offerings are limited. Fairly 
large shipments of average mixed nuts 
are being made for the United Kingdom 
and America. For local and country 
consumption, sales to a limited extent 
are making for tanning purposes at 
about Rs. 11-0 to Rs. 2-4 per B. md., 
weight, loose, according to grades, for 
prompt requirement on the “credit sys- 
tem” generally. Offerings of average 
mixed nuts are fair. 

PRUSSIATES.—There is a_ very 
strong tone to the market for yellow 
prussiate of potash, with stocks in sell- 
ers hands reduced to small proportions. 
The asking prices have shown a range 
according to seller, with many sellers 
withdrawn from the market. The low- 
est price heard during the week was on 
a basis of $1.05 per pound, and different 
sellers were asking above that figure. 
Yellow prussiate of soda is steady, but 
demand is not active, and good-sized 
quantities have been secured during the 
week at prices running from 32c. to 33c. 
per pound. 

STARCH.—There is a good call for 
deliveries against contracts, but export 
trading is restricted owing to lack of 
facilities for shipping. The possible re- 
striction of starch to edible purposes has 
caused some discussion in the trade, but 
nothing definite has developed along that 
line.
